INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


HON.  ALBERT  F.  HUNT 

Delivered  January  2,  1907 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

Having  taken  the  oath  of  office,  we  now  meet  to  perfect 
the  organization  of  the  city  government  for  the  ensuing- 
year.  It  is  a time  honored  and  graceful  custom  to  give  ex- 
pression to  the  sentiments  of  gratitude  and  loyalty  which 
occasions  of  this  kind  inspire,  and  I therefore  take  this  op- 
portunity to  extend  to  the  voters  of  Newburyport  my 
heartfelt  thanks  for  the  great  honor  they  have  conferred 
upon  me,  and  to  assure  them  that  to  the  utmost  of  my 
ability  I will  exercise  the  authority  of  my  office  in  the  in- 
terests of  all  the  people  of  this  city,  without  fear  and  with- 
out favor. 

I am  aware  that  there  is  nothing  novel  in  this  pledge,  no 
new  conception  of  the  responsibilities  of  my  office,  no  de- 
parture from  the  pledge  usually  given  public  officers 
throughout  the  United  States.  But  there  is,  nevertheless, 
a vast  difference  between  the  situation  in  which  I find  my- 
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self,  and  that  which  confronts  the  large  majority  of  men 
who  accept  public  office ; a difference  not  due  to  any  supe- 
rior honesty  or  capacity  on  my  part,  for  I have  never 
claimed  either,  but  due  to  the  political  conditions  which 
gave  rise  to  my  election.  I owe  my  election  to  no  man ; I 
represent  no  special  interests;  I am  free;  free  from  party 
obligations  and  political  debts  of  every  kind  and  nature; 
free  to  respond  to  the  only  pledge  I have  ever  made,  my 
oath  of  office,  and  that  freedom  I shall  preserve  and  use 
in  the  interest  of  the  people  and  in  fostering  the  growth  of 
the  political  sentiment  which  has  made  such  freedom  pos- 
sible. 

I believe  that  the  abuses  that  have  crept  into  politics, 
not  only  in  this  city  but  elsewhere,  are  largely  due  to  the 
lack  of  a similar  freedom  on  the  part  of  officeholders,  and 
my  criticism  of  public  officials  in  the  past  has  been  di- 
rected against  them  not  as  individuals,  but  as  the  repre- 
sentatives of  a political  thraldom,  of  which  I am  ready  to 
believe  they  were,  in  many  instances,  the  unwilling  vic- 
tims. I have  faith  in  and  have  never  questioned  the  in- 
herent decency  and  honesty  of  purpose  of  the  great  major- 
ity of  men,  both  in  and  out  of  public  office,  nor  have  I ever 
sought  to  array  one  class  of  lawabiding  citizens  against 
another,  but  I have  said  and  I now  affirm  what  everybody 
knows  to  be  the  truth,  that  there  is  in  this  as  in  every  com- 
munity, a small  number  of  forceful,  unscrupulous  men  who, 
through  the  wrongful  use  of  party  loyalty,  fraternal  feel- 
ings and  good  fellowship,  all  worthy  sentiments  in  them- 
selves, too  often  secure  the  election  of  public  officials  for 
the  purpose  of  using  them  in  the  accomnlishment  of  pri- 
vate ends  not  only  unconnected  with  the  public  welfare, 
but  usually  diametrically  opposed  to  it. 

An  awakened  public  conscience  and  a higher  sense  of 
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civic  responsibility  on  the  part  of  both  voters  and  office- 
holders have  combined  to  make  irresponsible  boss  domina- 
tion increasingly  difficult  and  dangerous,  and  I am  firmly 
convinced  that  the  recent  city  election  was  a local  expres- 
sion of  the  prevalent  demand  for  law  enforcement  and  “A 
Square  Deal.”  In  this  spirit,  gentlemen,  let  us  take  up 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  office,  each  showing  a due 
regard  and  respect  for  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the 
other,  and  all  uniting  to  carry  into  effect  the  will  of  the 
people  whose  lawful  representatives  we  are. 

As  is  customary,  I will  now  discuss  the  various  subject 
matters  usually  considered  in  an  inaugural  address.  We 
have  many  serious  and  difficult  problems  ahead  of  us,  the 
satisfactory  solution  of  which  will  require  a deeper  acquaint- 
ance with  municipal  affairs  than  it  is  possible  to  have  at 
this  time.  I will  therefore  make  such  general  recommenda- 
tions as  I can  in  the  light  of  present  information,  and  leave 
for  the  future  such  special  and  detailed  communications  as 
the  circumstances  shall  warrant  and  the  needs  of  the  city 
may  require. 

FINANCE 

We  are  confronted  at  the  outset  of  our  administration 
by  financial  problems  of  the  most  serious  nature.  The 
amount  permitted  by  law  to  be  raised  by  taxation  during 
the  current  year  for  strictly  municipal  expenditures  ($12 
per  thousand  on  the  net  valuation  of  taxable  property  of 
1906)  is  $132,105.44,  the  valuation  being  $11,008,787  ac- 
cording to  figures  furnished  by  the  board  of  assessors. 
This  is,  however,  exclusive  of  the  amount  allowed  to  be 
taxed  for  state  and  county  taxes,  interest  on  the  city’s 
bonded  indebtedness  and  sinking  fund  requirements,  which 
for  purposes  of  taxation  do  not  come  within  the  $12  per 
thousand  that  can  be  levied  for  municipal  purposes. 
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If  we  have  in  1907  the  same  tax  rate  as  in  1906,  $18.20 
per  thousand,  this  simply  means  that  $6.20  per  thousand  is 
.supposed  to  be  applied  to  interest  and  sinking  fund  re- 
quirements and  to  payment  of  the  state  and  county  taxes. 
No  part  of  the  excess  over  $12  per  thousand  can  legally  be 
raised  for  ordinary  municipal  purposes.  Assuming  the 
valuation  stated  above,  and  a tax  rate  as  high  as  last 
year’s,  the  total  amount  raised  by  taxation  will  be  $190,- 
862,  and  adding  the  income  of  the  city  for  1907  from  all 
other  sources,  aj)proximately  $30,000,  to  the  amount  raised 
by  taxation  and  we  have  $220,362  as  the  gross  amount  of 
money  that  can  be  raised  by  the  city  for  1907  with  even  .so 
high  a tax  rate  as  $18.20  per  thousand. 

In  1906  the  appropriation  for  municipal  purposes,  in- 
cluding interest  and  sinking  fund  requirements,  was  $212,- 
402.82,  and  the  amount  expended  for  sucJi  purposes,  ac- 
cording to  the  statement  of  the  city  treasurer,  dated 
December  15,  1906,  was  $229,128.97,  making  an  overdraft 
of  $16,726.15.  The  amount  expended  for  state  and  county 
taxes  was  around  $29,000  more.  In  addition  to  the 
amounts  expended  during  the  year  there  are  still  out- 
standing bills  presented  for  payment  after  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  on  December  15,  1906,  which  I am  informed  will 
aggregate  $6000  more,  thereby  bringing  the  total  of  the 
overdraft  for  1906  up  to  aoout  $23,000,  whicii  will  have  to 
be  provided  for  by  the  present  administration. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  gross  amount  of 
money  required  for  all  purposes  during  1906  was  in  round 
figures  $264,000.  $229,000  plus  $29,000  plus  $6000.  The 
cost  of  carrying  on  the  city  government,  as  appears  from 
the  annual  reports,  is  increasing  every  year  and  was  up- 
Avards  of  $15,000  more  in  1906  than  in  1905.  But  assuming 
that  the  expenses  for  1907  shall  be  no  larger  than  for  1906, 
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it  is  apparent  that  with  a gross  income  of  $220,000  or 
thereabouts  with  which  to  meet  all  bills  and  take  care  of 
the  1906  overdraft  the  city  will  find  itself  face  to  face  with 
an  overdraft  of  $44,000  at  the  end  of  1907. 

This  large  deficit  will  be  due  to  two  things,  the  loss  of 
about  $19,000  in  the  city’s- income  from  liquor  licenses  and 
the  overdraft  which  it  turned  over  to  us  by  the  outgoing- 
administration.  Two  ways  of  meeting  this  situation  sug- 
gest themselves: 

First — By  effecting  economies  in  the  municipal  expen- 
ditures that  are  provided  for  in  the  tax  of  $12  per  thousand, 
heretofore  mentioned,  and  applying  the  amount  saved  in 
liquidation  of  the  floating  debt. 

Second — By  funding  the  overdraft  and  issuing  short 
term  bonds  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  same  and 
put  the  city  on  a proper  financial  basis,  thus  bringing  the 
current  expenses  within  the  tax-levying  powers  of  the  city 
and  making  the  payment  of  the  overdraft  gradual  and  less 
burdensome  upon  the  taxpayers. 

While  I shall  in  every  way  possible  insist  upon  economy 
in  the  administration  of  the  city  government,  I am  satisfied 
that  this  floating  indebtedness  cannot  be  taken  care  of  out 
of  money  appropriated  for  strictly  municipal  purposes  with- 
out seriously  crippling  every  branch  of  the  service,  and  I 
am  opposed  to  the  loose  method  of  simply  raising  taxes 
whenever  a situation  like  the  present  one  arises,  and  con- 
sider this  method  of  doubtful  legality. 

As  we  have  long  since  reached  the  limit  of  taxation  for 
strictly  municipal  expenditures,  an  increase  in  taxes  (ex- 
cept of  course  for  state  and  county  taxes)  can  only  be  jus- 
tified to  meet  the  city’s  interest  and  sinking  fund  require- 
ments. It  therefore  seems  that  the  only  way  open  to  us  is 
to  issue  the  city’s  bonds  to  such  amount  as  shall  be 
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necessary  to  remedy  existing  evils.  I know  there  are 
those  who  believe  that  a floating  indebtedness  constantly 
hanging  over  the  city  councirs  head  is  a greater  incentive 
to  economy  than  a bonaea  indebtedness  would  be,  but 
while  this  sounds  well  it  doesn’t  seem  to  have  worked  out 
in  practice,  and  the  phantom  of  debt,  bonded  or  otherwise, 
hasn’t  been  productive  so  far  of  any  economies  in  adminis- 
tration worth  mentioning.  Ttie  logic  mig^^t  even  go  to 
the  length  of  advocating  overdrafts  because  of  their  correc- 
tive tendency.  However  that  may  be,  all  will  agree  that 
when  there  arises  a possibility  of  an  overdraft  that  shall  be 
equal  to  25  per  cent,  of  the  amount  authorized  to  be  appro- 
priated for  municipal  purposes,  it  is  time  to  call  a halt, 
and  readjust  our  finances  on  a basis  that  will  be  consistent 
with  out  tax-levying  power. 

The  fact  that  the  increase  in  taxable  city  property  does 
not  keep  pace  with  the  increased  city  expenditures  is 
serious  enough  in  itself,  but  this,  with  the  recent  defalca- 
tion of  the  city  treasurer,  and  the  loss  of  revenue  to  the 
city  involved  in  changing  from  license  to  no-license  at  this 
critical  time,  has  created  a situation  that  has  no  parallel 
in  the  city’s  history. 

For  your  enlightenment  as  to  the  public  debt  of  the  city 
I give  you  the  following  figures:  I learn  that  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  on  December  15,  1906,  the  total  was 
$953,225.  Besides,  the  overdraft  and  bills  payable,  amount- 
ing in  round  numbers  to  at  least  $23,000  additional,  bring- 
ing our  public  debt  near  the  million  dollar  mark.  Provis- 
ions for  payment:  Sinking  funds,  $202,873.81.  The  water 
commissioners  have  authority  to  issue  additional  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  $50,000  this  year  in  payment  for  improve^ 
ments  at  the  source  of  supply  and  the  laying  of  new  and 
larger  water  mains. 
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To  the  city’s  credit,  December  15,  1906:  Taxes  outstand- 
ins:,  $88,509.98;  deposit  in  banks,  $26,873.81. 

The  vital  importance  of  this  subject  to  the  city’s  welfare 
is  a sufficient  excuse  for  the  lengthy  discussion  I have 
given  it  and  for  the  recommendation  I am  about  to  make. 
I request  the  aldermen  and  common  council  as  soon  as 
possible  after  organization  to  pass  a resolution  designating 
the  mayor,  the  president  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  the 
president  of  the  common  council,  and  three  citizens  to  he 
named  by  the  mayor  to  act  as  a committee  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  and  reporting  to  the  city  council  as  soon  as 
possible  such  plan  as  shall  seem  best  calculated  to  put  the 
finances  of  the  city  on  a more  satisfactory  basis. 


POLICE 

This  department,  always  important,  becomes  doubly  so 
this  year  by  reason  of  the  passage  of  a no-license  law. 
Whatever  may  be  said  as  to  the  advisability  of  passing- 
such  a law,  especially  in  a year  when  the  city  can  ill  afford 
to  be  deprived  of  the  revenue  received  for  licenses,  there 
can  be  no  differences  of  opinion  as  to  our  duty  to  enforce 
this  law  against  all  who  may  seek  to  infringe  it.  The 
policy  of  this  administration,  so  far  as  I am  able  to  shape 
it  through  the  authority  vested  in  me,  shall  be  one  of  law 
enforcement,  not  merely  of  the  liquor  laws,  but  of  all  laws. 
And  by  this  I do  not  mean  a strict  enforcement  of  the  law 
against  some  and  a liberal  one  against  others.  I mean  an 
impartial  enforcement  of  the  spirit  of  the  law  in  order  to 
accomplish  the  objects  for  which  it  was  passed.  I am  con- 
scious that  all  law  enforcement  is  impossiole  without  the 
support  of  public  opinion,  and  I ask  the  same  public  opin- 
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ion  that  dictated  the  no-license  law  to  stand  at  my  back  in 
its  enforcement. 

There  are  two  matters  closely  allied  to  law  enforcement 
that  I desire  to  call  to  your  attention  at  this  point : 

First — Chapter  421  of*  the  laws  of  1906  provides  that  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  shall  annually  grant  one  or  more  per- 
mits for  transporting  intoxicating  liquors  into  a city  in 
which  licenses  for  the  sale  thereof  are  not  granted.  With- 
out going  into  details,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  we  are 
compelled  under  this  law  to  grant  at  least  one  permit  to 
bring  liquor  into  this  city,  but  it  is  quite  certain  that  pub- 
lic opinion  will  not  sanction  the  creation  of  such  a monop- 
oly as  w^ould  result  from  the  granting  of  so  valuable  a per- 
mit to  one  person  or  corporation  to  the  exclusion  of  ail 
others,  and  I therefore  recommend  that  permits  be  granted 
to  all  such  express  companies  as  shall  apply  therefor,  who 
are  regularly  engaged  in  the  express  business  in  New- 
buryport  at  the  time  of  making  such  application,  and  have 
been  so  engaged  for  at  least  twelve  months  preceding. 

Second — Chapter  281  of  the  laws  of  1906  is  an  act  regu- 
lating the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  by  registered  phar- 
macists. This  act  places  the  granting  of  licenses  to  drug- 
gists in  the  hands  of  the  state  board  of  registration  in  phar- 
macy, and  takes  away  from  the  mayor  and  aldermen  the 
authority  which  ’they  have  hitherto  exercised  in  this  re- 
spect. 

I regret  that  this  is  so,  as  I feel  that  the  present  admin- 
istration would  have  refused  to  grant  any  druggists’ 
licenses  whatever,  or  at  least  would  have  safeguarded  such 
licenses  and  made  the  abuse  thereof  more  difficult  than  un- 
der existing  law.  These  two  statutes  constitute  weak 
points  in  the  enforcement  of  the  no-license  law,  but  they 
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are  law,  nevertheless,  in  the  same  sense  as  the  liquor  law 
itself,  and  cannot  be  overridden  or  ignored. 

In  making  appointments  to  positions  in  the  police  de- 
partment I shall  select  only  those  men  who  I believe  will 
act  in  harmony  with  the  policy  above  outlined  and  who 
will  through  their  character  and  fidelity  to  duty  command 
the  respect  of  their  subordinates,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
public  at  large. 


HIGHWAYS 

Our  streets  and  sidewalks  are  in  a very  poor  condition, 
but  it  is  not  my  intention  to  unduly  criticise  this  depart- 
ment. However,  it  cannot  be  claimed  that  the  streets  are 
in  the  deplorable  condition  we  find  them  today  from  lack 
of  money,  not  if  the  expenditure  in  this  department  is  com- 
pared with  that  of  other  years.  Our  highways  have  cost 
the  city  the  past  12  months  ending  December  15,  $20,569.- 
69.  We  must  see  to  it  that  we  get  the  worth  of  the  city’s 
money  expended  in  this  department  the  ensuing  year. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

The  public  schools  of  the  city  I believe  compare  favor- 
ably with  any  city  in  the  commonwealth,  especially  as  re- 
gards management  and  efficient  teachers.  The  accommo- 
dations furnished  in  some  instances  may  not  be  as  satisfac- 
tory as  our  citizens  desire,  but  we  are  obliged  to  rest  con- 
tent until  such  a time  as  the  city’s  resources  will  permit  the 
erection  of  a new  schoolhouse,  which  I feel  is  much 
needed. 

The  appropriations  for  school  purposes  are  constantly 
being  increased,  and  the  expenditures  keep  ahead  of  our 
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means,  with  the  result  that  we  have  to  face  a deficit  at  the 
close  of  each  financial  year.  The  overdraft  for  1906  show- 
ing $2,934.95,  the  total  expenditure  for  this  department 
ending  December  15  being  $40,979.96. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Much  no  doubt  can  be  said  in  praise  of  this  department. 
It  is  worthy  of  our  commendation  from  the  point  of  view  of 
efficiency.  The  department  as  a whole  I believe  to  be  in 
good  condition.  The  annual  expenditures  have  been  con- 
stantly increasing  during  the  past  10  years,  and  possibly 
the  service  is  that  much  better,  but  as  to  that  I cannot  say. 
As  the  months  come  and  go,  I trust  by  observation  and 
experience  to  be  in  a position  to  learn  more  of  this  depart- 
ment, which  is  so  important  a factor  in  our  municipal 
affairs.  The  total  expenditure  of  this  department  for  the 
year  ending  December  15,  1906,  is  $11,119.92. 

PUBLIC  LIGHTING 

The  cost  of  lighting  streets  and  public  buildings  is  too 
large,  and  the  expense  is  ever  on  the  increase.  It  does 
not  appear  that  the  city  is  getting  the  service  it  should. 
For  years  an  agreement  or  contract,  based  upon  a so-called 
‘hnoon  schedule,’'  has  been  the  rule,  but  it  is  far  from  sat- 
isfactory to  the  people.  No  matter  what  tne  appropria- 
tion, it  is  a fact  that  this  department  of  our  city  always 
has  an  overdraft.  In  1905  nearly  $600.  Last  year, 
1906,  $1,332.  We  are  paying  too  much  for  what  we  re- 
ceive, and  I believe  this  matter  should  have  our  urgent 
and  immediate  attention.  About  a year  ago,  an  attempt 
was  made  to  force  a five-year  contract  upon  the  city  with 
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the  gas  and  electric  light  company  and  it  came  danger- 
ously near  being  accomplished. 

There  is  supposed  to  be  a system  of  keeping  account  of 
all  lights  not  burning  when  the  lighting  schedule  is  on, 
but  for  what  purpose  I cannot  explain.  It  is  not  ac- 
counted for,  as  far  as  I can  learn,  in  the  settlement  of  the 
monthly  bills.  Not  only  is  the  city  paying  too  much  for 
lighting  purposes,  but  I believe  the  people  are  not  getting 
the  quality  they  should,  while  the  price  is  exorbitant. 
Under  existing  conditions  the  city  should,  for  municipal 
purposes,  demand  better  quality  of  both  gas  and  electric 
lighting,  at  a reduced  price.  If  a movement  was  started 
to  have  the  public  better  served  by  the  gas  and  electric 
light  company,  both  as  regards  price  and  quality,  it  would 
be  a worthy  attempt  to  serve  the  people. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  public  library  and  reading  room  need  no  words  of 
praise  or  commendation  from  me.  It  is  all  — yes,  it  is 
even  better  than  we  could  reasonably  expect  in  a city  the 
size  of  ours,  and  were  it  not  for  the  liberal  donations  be- 
stowed upon  this  beneficent  work  in  the  community  we 
would  have  reason  to  envy  other  cities  in  the  common- 
wealth. Our  city  can  well  take  pride  in  the  possession  of 
one  of  the  finest  libraries  and  reading  rooms  in  the  coun- 
try. 

POOR  DEPARTMENT 

I regret  very  much  the  stigma  cast  upon  this  depart- 
ment of  our  city.  It  has  left  the  impression  upon  the 
minds  of  too  many  that  the  poor  department  is  ])adly  mis- 
managed. . The  investigation  attempted  a few  months  ago 
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and  so  abruptly  closed  has  not  been  forgotten,  and  while  I 
have  no  information  at  present  with  which  to  enlighten 
you  upon  this  subject,  I assure  you  that  this  department 
will  have  my  personal  attention  as  soon  as  x am  more  fully 
acquainted  with  the  details  of  our  municipal  affairs.  The 
cost  of  the  department  for  the  year  ending  December  15, 
1906,  was  $15,000. 


WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  statutes  under  which  the  city  is  now  operating  its 
water  plant  were  passed  in  several  different  years.  Some 
portions  have  become  obsolete,  and  in  several  important 
particulars  the  meaning  of  the  statutes  is  a matter  of  con- 
siderable doubt.  The  respective  powers  of  the  water  com- 
missioners and  the  city  council  are  not  clearly  defined,  and 
the  purposes  to  which  the  water  rates  can  be  legally  de- 
voted are  not  satisfactorily  expressed.  Furthermore,  as 
the  law  now  stands,  the  water  bonds  which  annually  ma- 
ture, to  the  extent  of  twelve  thousand  dollars,  have  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  money  raised  by  general  taxation.  It  is  at 
least  open  to  question  whether  a portion  of  this  expense 
ought  not  to  be  met  out  of  the  water  rates.  This  matter 
can  be  wisely  determined  only  after  a careful  considera- 
tion of  the  expenses  and  disbursements  of  the  water  com- 
missioners for  the  past  few  years.  I recommend  that  the 
city  council,  through  the  medium  of  a committee,  confer 
with  the  water  commissioners,  with  a view  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  a bill  to  be  presented  to  the  legislature  for  the  pur- 
pose of  revising  and  simplifying  the  existing  laws. 

This  year  the  city  will  be  called  upon  to  issue  $50,000 
new  bonds  for  the  laying  of  new  pipes  and  lor  other  im- 
provements. 
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Regarding  the  increase  of  water  supply,  it  is  of  tlie 
greatest  importance  that  immediate  action  should  be 
taken,  and  I would  suggest  that  the  same  committee 
which  you  appoint  to  confer  vrith  the  water  commissioners 
for  the  purpose  of  revising  and  simplifying  the  existing 
laws  governing  this  department  be  also  empowered  to  act 
with  the  commissioners  in  this  matter  of  increased  water 
supply  and  report  to  the  city  council. 

FACTS  REGARDING  THE  FELKER  EMBEZZLEMENT 

Felker  has  pleaded  guilty  to  an  indictment  charging  him 
with  the  larceny  of  $80,000  in  notes  and  $6,800  in  cash. 
He  will  be  sentenced  at  the  sitting  of  the  court  beginning 
at  Salem  the  second  Monday  in  January. 

Apart  from  the  shortage  in  the  cash,  the  effect  of  the 
defalcation  is  not  yet  felt  by  the  city,  and  will  not  be  felt 
until  it  has  to  pay  the  outstanding  notes  upon  which  tire 
city  is  now  contesting  its  liability.  The  shortage  in  the 
cash  was  originally  $6,800.  This  shortage  nas  been  some- 
what diminished  by  the  proceeds  of  certain  securities 
turned  over  to  the  city  by  Felker  and  sold  by  the  city  as

Thus  the  shortage  in  casH  at  the  present  time  amounts 
to  $5,411.72.  A further  reduction  amounting  to  perhaps 
$3,000  will  result  from  the  sale  of  the  stock  in  the  Alumi- 
num company,  which  .will  doubtless  be  effected  before 
Felker  is  sentenced.  The  only  remaining  asset  of  value 
turned  over  to  the  city  by  Felker  is  a half  interest  in  a cer-

tain  St.  Paul  land.  Not  very  much,  if  anything,  will  be 
realized  from  this  source. 

With  regard  to  the  California  King  Mines  com- 

pany, Felker  invested  at  least  twenty-five  to  thirty  thous- 
and dollars  of  the  city’s  money  in  its  securities.  He  pur- 
chased some  ten  thousand  shares  of  the  stock  and  $1,500 
in  bonds.  Shortly  after  the  discovery  of  his  embezzlement, 
the  stock  was  wiped  out  by  a foreclosure  sale  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  bondholders  and  the  latter  received  something 
less  than  50  per  cent,  of  the  par  value  of  the  bonds. 

In  order  to  diminish  the  city’s  loss,  if  possible,  several 
suits  have  been  brought  against  persons  who  have  during 
the  past  few  years  accepted  checks  dravm  on  the  city’s 
bank  account  by  Felker  in  payment  of  his  private  debts. 
It  is  claimed  by  the  city  that  the  persons  taking  checks 
were  charged  with  notice,  from  the  form  of  the  checks,  of 
Felker’s  want  of  authority  to  draw  them.  One  of  the  suits 
was  very  nearly  reached  for  trial  in  December  and  will 
presumably  be  tried  in  January. 

The  notes,  however,  give  rise  to  the  most  important  legal 
questions  arising  out  of  the  defalcation.  Those  notes  whicn 
fell  due  on  October  last  aggregate  S80,000,  $55,000  of  which 
are  held  by  the  Citizens  Savings  bank  of  Providence,  P.  I., 
and  $25,000  by  Blake  Brothers  of  Boston.  The  last-named 
note  for  $25,000  was  held  until  recently  by  the  Institution 
for  Savings  in  Poxbury.  This  institution  has  brought  suit 
agamst  the  city  and  arrangements  had  been  made  with  its 
counsel  for  a speedy  trial  in  order  that  the  case  might  be 
decided  by  the  supreme  court  of  Massachusetts  in  March, 
1907.  The  institution  has  also  brought  suit  against  Blake 
Brothers,  and  at  the  last  moment  they  took  up  the  note  by 
paying  the  institution  the  full  amount  due  thereon.  The 
suit  against  the  city  was,  of  course,  then  abandoned.  Blake 
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Brothers  have  not  yet  sued  the  city,  but  intend  to  await  the 
decision  of  the  United  States  court  in  the  suit  of  the  Citizens 
Savings  bank  against  the  city.  It  is  hoped  that  this  case 
will  be  tried  within  a few  months,  but  like  most  litigation 
it  will  no  doubt  drag  its  tortuous  course  through  the  court. 
The  city  is  represented  by  able  counsel  ana  everything  will 
be  done  to  protect  the  city’s  interests. 

Until  the  question  of  the  city’s  liability  on  the  notes  is 
determined  no  demand  can  be  made  on  the  sureties  on  Fel- 
ker’s  bonds,  because  it  cannot  be  known  until  then  how 
much  the  city’s  loss  amounts  to. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I do  not  desire  to  submit  a long  list  of  recommendations 
for  your  consideration  at  this  time,  but  it  would  be  a very 
great  assistance  to  the  executive  department  of  our  city  if 
the  mayor  were  allowed  to  appoint  a stenographer  as  pri- 
vate secretary,  the  expense  to  be  divided  between  the  de- 
partment of  city  clerk  and  the  office  of  the  mayor;  said 
' private  secretary  to  be  clerk  of  committees  and  an  assistant 
to  the  city  clerk.  This  would  expediate  matters  in  the 
city  clerk’s  office,  place  in  the  hands  of  the  mayor  such 
transactions  in  the  committee  meetings  as  should  be  mat- 
ters of  record,  and  assist  the  chief  executive  in  keeping  in 
closer  touch  with  the  doings  of  the  various  committees. 

I would  further  recommend  that  the  meetings  of  the  two 
branches  of  the  city  council  be  held  on  different  evenings 
— the  aldermen  the  first  Monday  evening  of  the  month ; 
the  common  council  the  second  Monday  evening  in  the 
month.  This  would  prevent  the  “railroading”  of  orders 
through  both  branches  the  same  evening. 
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CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  let  us  remember  that  the  po- 
litical ideal  of  an  administration  should  be  a ‘^Square 
Deal’^  for  all. 

This  short  phrase  emboclies  the  awakened  hopes  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States  in  the  administration  of  their 
national,  state  and  municipal  affairs,  and  furnishes  a safe 
rule  of  conduct  for  all. 

Under  this  stanaard  I therefore  ask  you  to  join  me,  to 
the  end  that  we  may  administer  our  respective  offices,  not 
to  reward  friends  or  punish  enemies,  but  to  justify  the 
faith  that  inspireu  our  election  and  to  confirm  the  belief 
that  the  people  can  be  trusted  to  correct  all  abuses.

To  the  Committee  on  Finayice : 

Gentlemen  — In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of 
the  city  ordinances,  I herewith  submit  the  57th  annual  re- 
port of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  city  of  New^- 
buryport  for  the  financial  year  ending  December  21,  1907, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  city  debts  and  debts  due 
the  cit^q  a schedule  of  the  real  and  personal  property  be- 
longing to  the  city  and  a statement  of  the  securities  held 
by  the  sinking  fund  commissioners  as  sinking  funds  also 
as  trust  funds. 

I audited  the  books  of  the  city  treasurer  and  found  them 
correct  and  properly  vouched. 

I examined  all  securities  belonging  to  the  city  in  pos- 
session of  the  city  treasurer,  including  the  sinking  fund 
investments  and  the  investments  of  trust  funds,  and  found 
the  same  properly  accounted  for  ; they  are  in  deposit  boxes 
in  the  Newburyport  Five  Cents  Savings  bank. 

I verified  the  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes,  includ- 
ing the  amount  committed  to  him  by  the  assessors,  the 
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abatements  made  by  them  during  the  year,  and  the  amount 
collected. 

I audited  the  books  of  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of 
water  commissioners  for  the  year  ending  November  30, 
1907,  and  found  the  same  correct  and  payments  properly 
vouched. 

I examined  the  cash  account  kept  by  the  city  clerk,  of 
all  cash  received  by  him  as  fees  or  otherwise  (except  dog 
licenses),  during  the  year  ending  December  21,  1907,  and 
found  the  amount  to  be  $877.12,  all  of  which  has  been  paid 
to  the  city  treasurer  and  a receipt  taken  therefor. 

I examined  the  cash  account  kept  by  the  city  messen- 
ger, as  agent  for  rental  of  city  hall,  of  all  cash  received  by 
him  during  the  year  ending  December  21,  1907,  and  found 
the  amount  to  be  $1618,  all  of  which  has  been  paid  the 
city  treasurer  and  a receipt  taken  therefor. 

I examined  the  cash  account  kept  by  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  found  the  amount  to  be  $99.14,  but  $6.91 
was  turned  into  the  treasury  after  the  books  for  the  year 
were  closed. 

I examined  the  books  of  the  clerk  of  the  overseers  of 
the  poor,  and  found  the  bills  as  approved  correspond  with 
the  payments  made  b}^  the  city  treasurer. 

I examined  all  bills  passed  by  the  committee  on  ac- 
counts, as  presented  weekly  and  monthly,  and  found  the 
same  correctly  cast  and  accurately  placed  upon  the  books. 

The  books  of  the  city  treasurer  show  a decrease  of  the 
net  city  debt  during  the  year  ending  December  21,  1907,  of 
$34,184.42.  The  overdraft  for  the  year  1907  is  $12,915.90.

Gentlemen  : — The  board  of  health  hereby  submits  its 
animal  report  for  the  year  1907.  There  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  contagions  diseases  over  last  year,  which 
will  account  for  the  corresponding  increase  in  the  expenses 
in  this  department.  For  the  year  ending  December  81, 
1907,  the  total  number  of  such  cases  was  120,  against  74  for 
the  year  previous.  These  cases  have  been  treated  mostly  by 
the  city  physician.  Under  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  these 
patients  were  provided  with  the  necessities  for  their  com- 
fort and  sustenance  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 

The  five  year  contract  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  gar- 
bage, made  in  1905,  is  still  in  force  and  is  being  performed 
in  a satisfactory  manner,  and  with  few  complaints.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTEND- 
ENT OF  HIGHWAYS  AND  SEWERS 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council . 

Gentlemen  : — I have  the  honor  to  present  my  second 
annual  report  of  the  highways  and  other  departments  over 
which  I have  charge,  under  the  direction  of  the  several  joint 
standing  committees  of  the  city  government,  for  the  year 
1907. 

First,  I would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  work  was 
suspended  in  the  highwav  department  for  four  weeks  and  in 
the  sidewalks  and  edgestones  department  for  four  montli^, 
owing  to  lack  of  funds. 

Practically  no  new  work  has  been  attempted,  more  at- 
tention being  paid  to  the  repairing  of  streets.  The  Avork 
has  been  so  systematized  that  streets  in  all  portions  of  the 
city  have  received  some  attention  rather  than  spending  the 
whole  appropriation  in  one  or  Gvo  places.  Thus  each  ward 
has  received  a proportionate  part  of  the  money  expended. 

A new  preparation,  known  as  Tarvia,  was  tried  on  High 
and  Winter  streets  as  an  experiment.  That  on  High  street 
was  new  work;  900  feet  was  treated  with  Tarvia  and  200 
feet  was  ordinary  macadam.  Hence  a comparison  can  be 
made  on  the  merits  of  the  new  preparation.  That  on  Win-

ter  street  was  simply  a top  dressing  on  an  old  macadam 
road.  These  experiments  have  proved  that  the  treatment 
with  Tarvia  is  an  economical  way  of  repairing  macadam 
roads. 

The  cobble  stones  on  Lime  street,  between  School  and 
Purchase  streets,  which  was  the  worst  piece  of  road  in  the 
city,  have  been  taken  up  and  a macadam  road  has  been 
built  with  a top  dressing  of  concrete  to  protect  it  from  the 
tremendous  wash  of  water,  which  flows  down  that  street. 

The  following  streets  have  been  treated  with  a heavy 
coating  of  gravel : 

Union  street,  the  whole  length. 

Parsons  street,  the  whole  length. 

Hancock  street,  from  Lunt  to  Marlboro  street. 

Marlboro  street,  from  Water  to  Chestnut  street. 

The  following  streets  have  been  rebuilt  of  rubble  stones, 
top  dressed  with  gravel: 

Pond  street,  from  the  freight  house  to  Greenleaf  street. 

Auburn  street,  from  High  to  Railroad  street. 

Buck  street,  from  Washington  to  Congress  street. 

Congress  street,  the  whole  length. 

Carter  street,  from  Monroe  to  High  street. 

The  ledges  on  Center  street,  which  have  been  a source  of 
annoyance  to  teams  for  many  years,  have  been  covered  with 
gravel,  thus  improving  that  street  considerably. 

Cobble  stone  gutters  have  been  laid  on  both  sides  of  Carter 
street,  from  High  to  Monroe  street. 

Holes  have  been  fllled  in  on  nearly  every  city  street.  Five 
hundred  tons  of  crushed  stone  have  been  used  for  that  pur- 
pose alone  on  macadam  streets  and  400  .loads  of  gravel  on 
graveled  streets. 

The  space  between  the  street  railroad  tracks  has  been  fllled 
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in  with  crushed  stone  from  Winter  to  Woodland  street,  and 
from  Jefferson  street  to  Three  Roads. 

Seven  new  cement  crossings  have  been  built  at  the  follow- 
ing places: 

Two  across  Merrimac  street  at  Dodge  Brothers’  factory. 

One  across  Merrimac  street  at  foot  of  Winter  street. 

One  across  High  street  at  Johnson  street. 

One  across  Monroe  street  at  Tyng  street. 

One  across  Chestnut  street  at  Bromfield  street.  * 

One  across  Hancock  street  at  Bromfield  street. 

These  crossings  are  a vast  improvement  over  the  old  stone 
slab  crossings  and  have  met  with  general  approval,  as  has 
also  the  fact  that  all  crossings  have  been  swept  and  generally 
kept  clean. 

During  the  past  year  considerable  attention  has  been  given 
to  the  cleaning  of  streets  and  gutters.  State,  Pleasant  and 
Merrimac  streets  have  been  swept  weekly.  This  has  kept  the 
dust  down  to  a considerable  degree,  and  must  have  been  ap- 
preciated by  both  shoppers  and  merchants,  especially  dur- 
ing the  summer  months.

In  this  department  the  pay  of  the  drivers  was  increased 
*23  cents  per  day.  The  pay  of  the  laborers  was  increased  20 
cents  per  day.  The  price  of  grain  advanced  from  90  cents 
to  $1.40  per  bag.  There  has  been  purchased  a new  dump 
cart,  costing  $145,  and  a new  macadam  scraper,  costing 
$200.  These  items  are  the  cause  of  the  overdraft.

It  seems  an  absurdity  with  55  miles  of  sidewalks,  to  ap- 
propriate only  $500,  or  less  than  $1  per  mile,  to  build  new 
and  repair  and  maintain  the  old  walks. 

To  keep  the  sidewalks  in  proper  condition  it  would  be 
necessary  to  appropriate  $4500  for  repairs  alone,  $500  for 
gravel  sidewalks  and  $1,500  for  repairs  of  concrete,  $2,000 
for  repairs  of  brick  and  $500  for  relaying  edgestones,  the 
latter  to  be  used  especially  where  there  are  crossings  and  the 
edgestones  protrude  above  the  walk,  making  places  for  trav- 
elers to  trip  and  fall. 

The  following  work  has  been  done:  cobble  stone  liners 
were  laid  the  whole  length  of  the  westerly  side  of  Union 
street,  and  a cinder  sidewalk,  with  top  dressing  of  gravel,  was 
built  on  both  sides  of  the  street;  as  was  also  the  sidewalk  on 
Madison  street,  both  sides  of  Jefferson  street  for  400  feet,  the 
southerly  side  of  Collins  street,  400  feet  on  Merrimac  street, 
200  feet  on  Toppan  street,  100  feet  on  Monroe  street,  500 
feet  on  Carter  street,  200  feet  on  Warren  street,  and  700  feet 
on  Water  street. 

Gravel  sidewalks  were  built  as  follows:  100  feet  on  Barton 
street,  Hancock  street  from  Madison  to  Marlboro  street,  100 
feet  on  High  street. 

A brick  sidewalk  was  laid  on  Tyng  street,  from  Monroe  to 
High  street,  at  an  expense  of  $550.70.  This  is  the  only  street 
above  Winter  street  where  there  is  a paved  walk  the  whole 
length. 
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Three  hundred  dollars  has  been  spent  for  repairs  of  coii- 
erete  walks'.

There  will  soon  be  a serious  problem  to  handle  — the  pro- 


viding of  a place  to  dump  the  rubbish,  etc.,  especially  in  the 
center  and  lower  parts  of  the  city.  I believe  there  should  be 
new  regulations  made  in  reference  to  this  department.  A 
saving  could  be  made  by  limiting  the  size  of  the  receptacles 
for  ashes  so  that  it  could  be  handled  by  one  man.  At  pre- 
sent it  takes  two  men  and  often  more.  There  have  been 
handled  during  the  year  3,180  loads  of  ashes  and  rubbish 
and  371  loads  of  paper.

Culverts  have  been  put  in  the  following  places: 

15-inch  pipe,  30  feet  long,  across  Pond  street,  and  two 
new  catch  basins.  This  does  away  with  the  pond  at  that 
place  during  every  rain  and  thaw. 

30-inch  culvert,  20  feet  long,  on  Turkey  Hill  road,  in 
place  of  an  old  wooden  bridge,  which  would  have  to  be  re- 
built. 

Two  18-inch  culverts  on  Toppan  street. 

One  at  Highland  avenue  and  one  at  the  Toppan  estate, 
each  20  feet  long. 

18-inch  culvert,  50  feet  long,  on  Lime  street,  across  School 
street,  thus  doing  away  with  the  old  stone  culvert  there  which, 
has  been  a source  of  trouble  for  many  years. 

The  culvert  at  Huse’s  wharf,  which  nas  been  buried  for 
years  has  been  dug  out  and  extended  by  adding  18  feet  of 
20-inch  pipe. 

The  culvert  at  Perkins’  lumber  yard  was  also  extended  30 
feet. 

The  culvert  at  the  Towle  Manufacturing  company  was 
dug  up  and  relaid  125  feet  and  60  feet  of  18-inch  pipe  added 
to  it. 

Considerable  planking  has  been  done  at  Chain  Bridge. 
During  December,  eight  cable  hangers  and  12  railing  rods 
broke  on  the  railroad  side  of  the  bridge  and  were  replaced  by 
new  ones  and  the  cable  was  shortened  up.  This  work  has 
improved  the  bridge  to  some  extent,  but  there  should  be  sev- 
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eral  new  cable  haulers  and  the  whole  bridge  raised  on  the 
chains  and  cables.  This  work  could  be  done  quicker  and 
cheaper  by  a regular  bridge  constructor,  as  they  have  all  the 
necessary  tools  and  supplies.  It  would  cost  in  the  vicinity  of 
$2,o00  to  put  the  bridge  in  a reasonable  condition. 

A small  amount  expended  in  paint  each  year  would  be  a 
good  investment  where  bridges  are  concerned.

Nine  stoppages  have  been  removed  from  the  main  sewer. 

Thirteen  stoppages  have  been  removed  from  private 
sewers. 

The  whole  system  was  thoroughly  flushed  by  hydrant 
pressure  during  the  month  of  November,  and  is  in  excellent 
condition  at  the  present  time,  with  the  exception  of  the  low 
sewer  on  Merrimac  street,  from  Ashland  to  Forester  street, 
Avhich  has  been  a continual  source  of  trouble  and  expense. 
This  nuisance  can  now  be  remedied  as  the  state  board  of 
health  has  given  a permit  to  connect  this  sewer  directly  into 
the  river. 

This  work  should  be  done  the  coming  year  and  a special 
appropriation  of  $500  made  to  meet  this  additional  expense. 

If  a sewer  is  to  be  constructed  on  South  Pond  street  it  will 
he  necessary  to  appropriate  $700  for  this  purpose. 

There  have  been  87  sewer  connections  made  during  the 
year,  making  the  total  number  of  connections  with  the  main 
sewer  2,092,  and  total  number  of  establishments  connected 
2,995. 

I would  recommend  that  the  water  from  the  roofs  of  pub- 
lic buildings  be  conducted  into  the  main  sewer.  This  would 
aid  in  flushing  and  keeping  the  sewers  clean.

EECOMMENDATIONS 

I would  recommend  the  following: 

That  the  culvert  on  the  corner  of  Auburn  and  High 
streets  be  dug  up  and  replaced  by  a larger  one.  Cost  about 
$150. 

That  two  new  culverts  be  put  in  at  Toppan  and  Low 
streets.  Cost  about  $140.  And  a new  culvert  and  catch  basin 
be  built  at  the  corner  of  Marlboro  and  Purchase  streets. 

That  the  following  culverts  be  extended : 

Foot  of  Olive,  Boardman,  Dove,  Kent  and  Warren  streets, 
also  one  at  Perkins’  wharf  be  extended  100  feet. 

That  where  culverts  go  under  the  railroad  track,  ending  in 
the  gutters,  making  a drop  of  from  one  to  two  feet,  which  is 
dangerous,  that  they  be  extended  to  the  culverts  at  the  foot 
of  the  street.  This  could  be  done  by  a small  appropriation 
each  year. 

That  where  there  are  simply  inlets  to  the  culverts,  these 
he  taken  out  and  catch  basins  built  in  their  places. 

That  the  culverts  on  State  street  be  extended  and  an  ap- 
propriation of  $2,000  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

That  such  streets  as  Water  and  Merrimac,  where  there  is 
so  much  heavy  teaming,  be  constructed  of  brick  or  block 
pavers,  with  concrete  foundation. 

That  a new  road  roller  be  purchased  the  coming  year. 
The  one  now  owned  by  the  city  is  thoroughly  worn  out. 

That  $500  be  appropriated  for  Tarvia  to  be  used  on  such 
streets  as  Bromfield,  Federal,  Green,  Market,  etc. 

That  $500  or  more  be  appropriated  for  repairs  on  High 
street  each  year. 

There  should  be  appropriated  for  repairs  alone  in  the  high- 
way department  $4,800,  $1,000  of  which  should  be  used  on 
the  outlying  districts. 
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If  any  new  work  is  to  be  done  there  should  be  a special 
appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

Should  any  new  work  be  undertaken,  I would  recommend 
the  following: 

Winter  street,  from  Washington  to  High  street,  $400. 

Pleasant  street,  from  Titcomb  to  Market  street,  $550. 

^larket  street,  from  Pleasant  to  Merrimac  street,  $600. 

Washington  street,  from  Market  to  the  depot,  $700. 

Merrimac  street,  from  Butler  to  California  street,  $1,100. 

Curzon’s  Mill  Road,  $500. 

I would  suggest  that  the  state  be  asked  to  make  Moseley 
avenue  and  Merrimac  street,  from  Jefferson  to  Chain  Bridge, 
state  highways. 

Knowing  the  financial  condition,  I have  only  recom- 
mended what,  in  my  opinion,  are  the  worst  places. 

I believe  that  street  sprinkling  should  be  done  by  the  city, 
thereby  making  a saving  of  at  least  $1,500. 

There  should  be  at  least  one  street  sprinkler  owned  by  the 
city,  to  be  used  for  flushing  sewers,  sprinkling  streets  for 
sweeping,  etc.  A sprinkler  would  cost  about  $350. 

The  amount  of  $500  should  be  appropriated  for  new  cross- 
ings to  gradually  do  away  with  the  old  slab  ones. 

New  crossings  should  be  built  at  the  following  places: 

Across  Merrimac  street,  at  Broad,  California  and  Ashland 
streets. 

Across  Ocean  street  at  Warren  street. 

Across  Tyng  street  at  Monroe  street. 

On  High  street,  across  Parsons,  Allen  and  Barton  streets. 

Across  High  street  at  Woodland  street. 

On  State  street,  across  Prince  place. 

On  Inn  street  at  Market  square  and  at  Pleasant  street. 

There  should  be  $1,600  appropriated  for  relaying  the 
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sidewalk  on  State  street.  This  work  should  be  of  brick, 
with  a concrete  founaation. 

I would  recommend  that  only  one  kind  of  a walk  be  laid 
on  each  street  and  the  practice  of  laying  a piece  of  brick  here 
and  there  with  a patch  of  concrete  to  fill  up  the  space  be- 
tween, be  discontinued. 

That  when  new  edgestones  are  set,  or  sidewalks  built,  they 
be  carried  the  whole  length  of  the  block.  The  edgestones  on 
Prospect  street,  between  Otis  place  and  Fair  street,  should  be 
regraded. 

I would  also  recommend  that  the  city  do  its  own  concret- 
ing and  that  where  new  ed^gestones  are  to  be  put  in  on  resi- 
dential streets,  that  they  be  of  cement  concrete.  It  is  as  good 
as  stone  and  very  much  cheaper  on  such  streets. 

There  should  be  an  ordinance  thoroughly  defining  the 
duties  and  authority  of  the  superintendent  of  highways  and 
compelling  him  to  give  a receipt  for  the  propert}^  under  his 
charge. 

I wish  to  thank  his  honor,  the  mayor,  and  the  city  council 
for  their  many  courtesies  and  the  public  for  their  kindly  con- 
sideration.

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Two  huildred  and  ninety-four  of  these  visits  (22  per  cent, 
of  the  total)  were  upon  patients  having  no  settlement  in 
Xewburyport,  and  many  more  upon  persons  coming  under 
the  supervision  of  the  committee  on  state  aid  and  military 
relief  and  of  the  board  of  health.

SOLICITOR 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newbury  port. 

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
ordinance,  I submit  the  following  report  of  the  business  of 
this  office  during  the  past  year.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
year  the  following  cases  were  pending  against  the  city: 

Dame,  et  ah,  vs.  City  of  Newburyport. 

Varina,  et  ah,  vs.  City  of  Newburyport,  et  al. 

Sweeney  vs.  City  of  Newburyport. 

Leonard,  Mackintosh,  Poor  vs.  City  of  Newburyport. 

Little,  et  ah.  Trustees  vs.  City  of  Newburyport. 

The  case  of  Dame,  et  ah,  vs.  City  of  Newburyport  is  an 
action  for  services  claimed  to  have  been  rendered  the  city  in 
connection  with  the  Water  Case,  so  called.  The  case  was 
referred  to  an  auditor  in  1908,  and  the  next  3"ear  one  hearing 
was  held;  a further  hearing  was  held  during  the  past  year, 
and  the  case  is  still  pending. 

^"arina,  et  ah,  vs.  City  of  Newburyport,  et  ah,  is  an  action 
for  damages  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by  the  taking 
of  land  in  the  rebuilding  of  the  Newburyport  Bridge.  Dur- 
ing the  year  two  hearings  have  been  held  in  the  Land  Court, 
and  a third  is  assigned  for  January  6,  1908. 
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In  the  case  of  Johanna  Sweeney  vs.  City  of  NewbuT\7)ort^ 
for  injuries  caused  by  the  defective  condition  of  the  sidewalk 
on  Elm  street,  there  was  a trial  before  a jury  in  the  Superior- 
Court,  which  resulted  in  a verdict  of  $1,000  for  the  plaintiff. 

The  case  of  Timothy  Sweeney  against  the  City  for  the 
same  cause  of  action  was  settled  by  an  entry  for  the  de- 
fendant. 

The  cases  of  Poor  vs.  City  of  Newburyport,  Mackintosh  vs. 
City  of  Newburyport  and  Leonard  vs.  City  of  Newburyport 
were  appeals  from  a decree  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  which 
adjudged  a building  on  Prospect  street  owned  by  these  par- 
ties to  be  a nuisance;  the  building  has  since  been  removed 
and  entries  disposing  of  these  actions  made. 

The  case  of  Little,  et  ah, Trustees  of  E.  P.  Dodge  Manufac- 
turing Co.,  vs.  City  of  Newburyport  was  an  action  for  abate- 
ment of  the  taxes  assessed  on  the  factory  property  of  the  com- 
pany; the  case  was  referred  to  a commissioner.  The  prop- 
erty in  question  had  been  assessed  and  taxed  for  $64,300; 
the  commissioner  found  the  fair  cash  value  to  be  $53,900 
and  ordered  an  abatement  accordingly. 

Mention  might  be  made  here  of  the  cases  of  Citizens  Sav- 
ings Bank  vs.  City  of  Newburyport,  and  City  of  Newbury- 
port vs.  Eidelity  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  in  which 
R.  G.  Dodge,  Esq.,  was  counsel  for  the  city  when  I was  ap- 
pointed to  this  office  and  concerning  the  status  of  which  any 
report  would  more  properly  come  from  him  than  from  me.

The  case  of  Edwin  F.  Hunt  vs.  City  of  Newburyport  was 
an  action  of  tort  for  damages  to  the  property  of  the  plaintiff 
situated  on  Water  street,  claimed  to  have  been  caused  by  the 
breaking  of  a water  main  on  Marlboro  street  and  the  conse- 
quent hooding  of  the  plaintiff’s  premises.  There  was  a trial 
in  the  Newburyport  Police  Court  which  resulted  in  a finding 
for  the  defendant  city,  from  which  an  appeal  has  been  taken, 
and  is  now  pending  in  the  Superior  Court. 

Lattime,  Petr.,  vs.  Hunt,  Mayor,  et  als..  Respondent,  was 
a petition  for  a writ  of  mandamus  to  restore  the  petitioner 
to  the  office  of  policeman  from  which  it  had  been  attempted 
to  remove  him.  The  matter  was  heard  before  a single  justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  and  by  him  reserved  for  the  full  bench : 
the  Court  decreed  that  the  writ  issue. 

The  case  of  Lundborg,  Admr.,  vs.  City  of  Newburyport  is 
an  action  of  tort  for  injuries  claimed  to  have  resulted  in  the 
death  of  the  plaintiff’s  intestate  and  which  it  is  alleged  were 
caused  by  the  defective  condition  of  the  sidewalk  on  Titcomb 
street.  The  case  has  been  entered  in  the  Superior  Court  and 
an  answer  for  the  city  filed,  but  has  not  yet  come  to  trial. 

The  case  of  Parker,  Admx.,  vs.  City  of  Newburyport  is  an 
action  of  tort  for  injuries  claimed  to  have  been  caused  by  the 
defective  condition  of  the  highway  at  the  corner  of  Ocean 
and  Warren  streets  and  which  it  is  alleged  resulted  in  the 
death  of  the  plaintiff’s  intestate.  The  writ  in  this  case  is 
made  returnable  next  February. 

During  the  year  I have  prosecuted  12. cases  for  violations 
of  the  liquor  laws,  resulting  in  convictions  in  10  cases. 

I have  been  called  upon  for  a large  number  of  opinions, 
both  written  and  oral,  and  have  drafted  a number  of  con- 
tracts and  other  legal  documents. 
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My  disbursements  for  travel  and  incidental  expenses 
amounted  to  $11.00.

CITY  FARM 

The  city  farm  was  under  the  care  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles 
W.  Nelson  until  April  1,  when,  much  to  the  regret  of  the 
overseers  of  the  poor,  they  resigned  their  positions,  and  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  John  H.  Burnham,  of  Saugus,  were  selected 
as  superintendent  and  matron  of  the  city  farm,  where  they 
remained  until  September  1,  when  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  H. 
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Twonibly,  of  Wellesley  Hills,  were  elected  and  now  occupy 
the  positions  as  superintendent  and  matron. 

The  retirement  from  the  farm  early  in  the  spring  of  Mr. 
Nelson  delayed  the  usual  planting,  and  the  seeming  unwill- 
ingness of  Mr.  Burnham  to  grasp  the  situation  caused  a loss 
of  crops  and  production  which  otherwise  would  not  have 
been. 

Au  average  of  35  persons  have  resided  in  the  home  during 
the  year  at  a cost  of  $2.73  per  week. 

January  1,  1908,  35  inmates  resided  in  the  home — 20 
males  and  15  females. 


INSANE 

The.  support  of  the  feeble  minded  and  epileptics  (who  are 
not  classed  as  insane)  remain  under  the  care  of  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor. 

The  cost  to  the  city  for  these  dependents  during  the  past 
year  has  been  $491.74. 

OUTSIDE  RELIEF 

Outside  relief,  which  last  year  was  granted  to  278  persons, 
this  year  has  been  granted  to  303  persons,  and  are  classed 
as  follows,  208  having  settlement  in  Newburyport,  76  having 
settlement  in  other  places  and  19  having  no  settlement  in  the 
state,  making  a total  of  303  persons  who  have  been  assisted 
during  the  year. 


PRODUCT  OF  CITY  FARM 

The  products  of  the  city  farm  during  the  past  year  were: 
42  tons  hay,  100  bushels  corn,  15  bushels  onions,  300  bushels 
potatoes,  25  bushels  carrots,  20  bushels  beets,  30  barrels 
apples,  30  tons  fodder,  140  squashes,  200  cabbages;  green 
corn,  tomatoes,  string,  beans  and  other  garden  stuff  sufficient 
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for  the  house;  800  pounds  of  butter  have  been  made,  400 
l)ounds  lard  and  2,700  pounds  of  hogs  dressed.

Gentlemen  : — The  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  to 
whom  is  intrusted  the  income  accruing  from  these  funds, 
would  respectfully  report  that  the  income  from  the  Dexter 
fund  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907,  amounting  to 
$90,  has  been  divided  among  three  overseers,  $30  to  each. 

The  income  from  the  Atwood  fund,  $307.50,  has  been 
divided  in  a similar  manner,  giving  $102.50  to  each  over- 
seer, and  has  been  distributed  according  to  the  will  of  the 
donors  in  the  following  manner: 

DEXTER  FUND 

In  wards  one  and  two  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  fund,  noth- 
ing remaining  over  from  last  year,  has  been  distributed 
among  10  persons,  in  sums  from  $2  to  $5  each,  nothing  re- 
maining over. 

In  wards  three  and  four  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  fund, 
nothing  remaining  from  last  year,  has  been  distributed 
among  six  persons,  in  sums  from  $3  to  $10  each,  nothing 
remaining  over.

$4.85  remaining  over  from  last  year,  $34.85,  has  been  dis- 
tributed among  10  persons,  in  sums  from  $1  to  $5  each, 
nothing  remaining  over.

111  wards  one  and  two  the  income  of  the  Atwood  fund, 
$102.50,  with  $102.50  income  received  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  $205  has  been  distributed  among  24  persons,  in  sums 
from  $r  to  $5  each,  leaving  $150.25  of  this  fund  on  hand 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  three  and  four  the  income  from  the  Atwood 
fund,  $102.50,  $6.65  remaining  from  last  year  and  $102.50 
received  at  the  close  of  the  year,  $211.65  has  been  distributed 
in  fuel,  clothing  and  cash  among  14  families,  leaving  a bal- 
ance of  $102.50  of  this  fund  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  five  and  six  the  income  from  the  Atwood  fund, 
$102.50,  $4.85  remaining  from  last  year  and  $102.50  re- 
ceived at  the  close  of  the  year,  $209.85  has  been  distributed 
among  19  families,  in  shoes,  clothing,  medicine  and  fuel 
$100.79,  leaving  $109.06  of  this  fund  on  hand  at  the  close 
of  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


T 0 the  Book  Committee,  Neivburyport  Public  TAbrary. 

This,  the  fifty-second  annual  report,  is  made  in  accord- 
ance ^Y^th  the  rule  requiring  that  the  librarian  shall  annually 
make  and  present  to  the  committee  on  books  a detailed  and 
circumstantial  report  of  its  condition  and  increase. 

The  number  of  volumes  reported  at  the  close  of  last  year 
was  42,826.  To  this  have  been  added,  either  by  purchase 
or  gift,  1,132  books.  There  have  been  canceled,  unfit  for 
further  use,  63  volumes,  36  have  been  lost  or  stolen,  or  at 
least  are  unaccounted  for  at  this  time,  12  have  been  renewed. 
The  net  gain  is  then  1,045  volumes,  making  a total  stock 
November  30,  1907,  of  43,871. 

There  are  6,327  registered  borrowers,  an  increase  from 
5,695  of  a year  ago,  932  of  whom  hold  duplicate  or  non- 
fiction cards,  and  38  school  teachers  are  entitled  to  draw  10 
books  each  at  a time  for  professional  use. 

During  this  period  639  books  have  been  bound,  and  many 
hundreds,  of  which  no  detailed  account  is  kept,  have  been 
continued  serviceable  by  temporary  binding  at  the  library. 

The  circulation  of  books  for  home  reading  has  amounted 
to  53,624  volumes,  slightly  in  excess  of  that  of  the  previous- 
year.  The  percentage  of  works  of  fiction  was  76,  which  is  a 
continuous  decline,  it  having  been  over  81  a few  years  ago. 

The  library  was  open  for  the  delivery  of  books  305  1^2 
days  of  the  year,  the  average  withdrawal  of  books  being  175 
and  a fraction.  The  largest  number  drawn  on  a single  day 
was  403,  on  February  23;  the  smallest,  19,  on  February  12, 
a half  holiday. 

For  miscellaneous  items,  chiefly  postage,  box  rent,  freight 
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•and  teaming,  the  librarian  has  paid  during  the  year  $23.18. 
There  has  been  collected  from  fines  and  the  sale  of  old  paper 
$29.07,  and  paid  over  to  the  treasurer.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council,  City  of  New- 
buryport. 

Gentlemen  : — The  12th  annual  report  of  the  hoard  of 
water  commissioners  for  the  year  ending  November  30, 
1907,  is  herewith  presented: 

NEW  WATER  SUPPLY 

Notwithstanding  the  numerous  warnings  of  this  board  and 
the  frequent  recurrence  of  our  public  notices  of  “Shortage 
of  Water,”  no  action  has  been  taken  looking  toward  reliev- 
ing the  situation  permanently.  Early  in  the  year  a commit- 
tee from  the  council  was  in  conference  with  this  board  and 
they  recommended  to  you  that  a supply  be  obtained  from 
the  xVrtichoke  river,  as  advocated  by  our  engineers.  No  ac- 
tion was  taken  on  this  report,  but  an  order  was  passed  in- 
structing us  to  make  tests  in  the  Common  Pasture  locality. 
This  we  did  at  a large  expense,  notwithstanding  the  terri- 
tory had  been  thoroughly  examined  and  condemned  several 
times  previously.  Our  report,  together  with  the  report  of 
the  state  board  of  health  on  this  source  of  supply,  has 
already  been  filed. 
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We  were  obliged,  owing  to  the  low  condition  of  the  pond, 
to  pipe  from  this  supply  temporarily,  and  water  was  pumped 
into  the  mains  from  xlugust  17  to  December  2 ; the  pumping 
from  this  source  being  done  by  arrangement  with  Cashman 
Bros.  Co.  at  an  expense  of  about  $18.50  a day.  We  have 
not  settled  with  the  owner  of  the  land  for  the  water  taken, 
but  have  an  arrangement  with  him  whereby  the  price  will 
be  left  to  referees. 

It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  some  action  be  taken  at 
once  looking  for  an  additional  supply  of  water  for  the  city, 
and  we  again  renew  our  recommendation  of  the  Artichoke 
river  source  of  supply. 


SERVICE  PIPES 

As  each  year  goes  by  the  cost  of  maintaining  these  sup- 
ply pipes  and  repairing  the  breaks,  of  which  there  have  been 
seventeen  during  the  year,  constantly  increases.  There  is 
more  or  less  repairing  all  the  time,  several  pipes  having  to 
be  relaid  entirely  owing  to  their  rusting  out. 

Forty-eight  applications  for  water  have  been  received  dur- 
ing the  year,  for  which  37  service  pipes  have  been  laid,  re- 
quiring 1,190  feet  of  one-inch,  cement-lined  pipe. 

The  total  number  of  applications  received  to  date  is  4,064, 
for  which  3,002  service  pipes  have  been  laid. 

NEW  MAINS 

A fourteen -inch  pipe  has  been  laid  in  Merrimac  street 
from  Kent  street  to  Market  square,  a ten-inch  in  Water 
street  from  Lime  to  Marlboro  street,  an  eight-inch  in  High 
street  from  Marlboro  street  to  the  railroad  bridge  and  an 
eight-inch  in  Union  street  from  Marlboro  to  Water  street 
also  an  eight-inch  in  Marlboro  from  Water  to  High  street. 
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All  of  these  pipes,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  in  Merri- 
inac  street,  replace  cement-lined  pipe,  and  we  found  that 
this  had  not  been  removed  any  too  soon,  for  in  many  places 
it  was  badly  damaged  and  very  weak. 

The  pipe  in  Merrimac  street  gives  a continuous  fourteen- 
inch  pipe  from  the  standpipe  to  the  junction  of  Market 
square  and  State  street. 

All  the  cross  streets  and  fire  hydrants  have  been  connected 
with  these  new  pipes,  and  the  fire  protection  of  the  whole 
city  is  greatly  improved  by  the  changes. 

The  Frog  Pond  supply  has  been  extended  down  Federal 
and  ^larket  streets,  and  reservoirs  put  in  at  the  foot  of  the 
streets  as  an  additional  fire  protection.  The  work  on  all 
of  these  pipes  was  done  by  contract  with  Cashman  Bros. 
Co.  on  the  percentage  plan,  and  has  proven  very  satisfactory. 

At  the  tunnel  it  was  necessary  to  lay  a temporary  twelve- 
inch  pipe  while  the  bridge  was  being  built,  and  upon  its 
completion  the  pipe  was  relaid  across  it.  This  work  was 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  Co. 

PUMPING  STATION 

The  change  in  the  law  in  regard  to  the  working  hours  of 
labor  made  it  necessary  to  employ  another  man  at  the  sta- 
tion. Three  engineers  are  now  employed,  working  on  eight- 
hour  shifts. 

The  machinery  and  grounds  have  been  kept  in  customary 
good  order. 

The  necessity  of  pumping  water,  by  air  compressor,  from 
the  wells  is  a very  expensive  way  of  securing  a supply,  as 
it  requires  over  two  tons  of  coal  daily;  but  until  some  other 
source  of  supply  is  obtained  this  unsatisfactory  method  must 
be  continued,  as  it  is  the  only  means  by  which  we  are  able 
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to  keep  the  pond  anywhere  near  full.  The  cost  of  running 
this  compressor  alone  will  more  than  pay  the  interest  on  the 
amount  necessary  to  expend  to  secure  the  Artichoke  river 
supply.

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INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


HON.  IRVIN  BESSE 

Delivered  January  8,  1908 


For  the  fifty-eighth  time  in  the  life  of  the  city  of  New- 
buryport,  these  simple  inaugural  exercises  mark  the  coming 
into  power  of  the  new  city  government.  Profiting  by  the 
success  and  failures  of  those  who  have  preceded  us,  we 
stand  at  the  threshold  of  the  year  1908,  determined  to  make 
ourselves  worthy  of  the  trust  imposed  in  us. 

To  assist  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  our  city  and  to 
administer  the  duties  of  office  carefully  and  conscientiously 
is  an  interesting  and  valuable  experience.  Our  apprecia- 
tion of  honor  conferred  on  us  by  the  voters  can  best  be 
shown  by  faithfully  performing  the  duties  wffiich  we  have 
this  day  voluntarily  assumed. 

Custom  has  made  this  an  occasion  on  which  the  mayor 
may  lay  before  you.  statements  of  the  city’s  condition,  and 
on  which  he  may  express  his  views  on  such  conditions  and 
present  plans  for  future  advancement. 
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FINANCIAL 

The  following  is  a statement  of  the  city  debt,  taken 


from  the  books  of  the  city  treasurer: 

Total  bonded  debt  of  the  city $827,000.00 

Amount  of  trust  fund  notes 79,750.00 

'Notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  taxes 48,475.00 

Total  $955,225.00 

Funds  in  hands  of  sinking  fund  commission  to  meet 

the  bonded  debt 229,875.09 

Balance  $725,349.91 

Deduct  cash  on  hand,  taxes  and  betterments  due,  and  * 

other  assets  $129,211.18 

Leaves  a net  debt  of $596,138.73 


For  further  details  I refer  you  to  the  city  treasurer’s  and 
auditor’s  report,  and  urge  a careful  study  of  the  same. 

PAY  AS  YOU  GO 

The  amount  of  overdraft  disclosed  by  the  treasurer’s 
books  at  the  close  of  the  last  financial  year,  December  21, 
1907,  was  $12,915.90.  This  amount,  with  bills  withheld, 
and  in  dispute,  if  justly  due,  will  amount  to  more  than 
$16,000.00  to  be  provided  for  by  the  appropriation  of  this 
year.  AVe  have  also  $2800.00  of  matured  funded  debt  and 
interest,  a legacy  of  a faulty  policy,  incurred  by  bonding  a 
debt  which  should  have  been  paid. 

It  is  provided  by  the  law  that  $12.00  per  thousand  tax 
levy  and  income  from  legitimate  sources  shall  yearly  pay  the 
yearly  current  expenses  of  municipal  government.  It  is  our 
duty  to  keep  the  expenses  within  the  authorized  amount. 
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The  income  has  been  reduced  $20,000.00  by  closing  the  sa- 
loon. Either  the  expenses  of  our  city  must  be  reduced  by 
new  and  more  economical  methods  of  city  administration, 
or  else  the  tax  limit  must  be  raised. 

I am  strongly  opposed  to  the  increase  of  our  bonded 
debt  for  any  other  causes  than  permanent  improvements. 
By  the  harmonious  co-operation  of  the  legislative  and  execu- 
tive officers  of  this  year’s  city  government  much  can  be  done 
to  improve  these  conditions. 

TAXATION 

The  two  savings  banks  and  the  Co-operative  bank  of 
Newburyport  have  in  deposits  and  surplus  $10,000,000  in 
round  numbers.  This  amount  shows  not  only  the  thrift  of 
the  community  but  also  the  confidence  the  people  place  in 
our  institutions.  This  amount  is  visible  and  is  taxed  legally 
and  justly. 

The  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxed  by  the 
board  of  assessors  amount  to  $11,270,311.00,  of  which 
amount  S317,361.00  are  resident  bank  shares.  It  is  my  firm 
belief  that  a large  amount  of  personal  property  and  taxable 
income  escapes  the  vigilance  of  the  assessors,  and  though 
we  are  diligently  trying  to  stop  small  leaks,  the  tax  dodger 
takes  annually  from  the  city’s  exchequer  the  biggest  kind  of 
graft.  A body  of  men  well  informed  in  these  matters,  or- 
ganized to  co-operate  with  the  assessors,  would  bring  about 
such  just  law  enforcement  by  their  zeal  that  Newburyport 
would  be  proud  of  the  innovation  and  her  sister  cities  would 
doubtless  imitate. 
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SALARIES 

To  deterniiiie  fairly  and  justly  the  salary  of  any  officer, 
it  is  necessary  to  have  his  duties  well  defined.  To  that  end, 
I recommend  a careful  enactment  and  revision  of  ordinances 
which  shall  state  clearly  the  work  required.  Such  a revision 
will  save  demands  made  for  extras,  which  are  now  so  preva- 
lent. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I suggest  the  choice  of 
a superintendent  of  highways  who  shall  also  act  as  tree 
warden,  superintendent  of  street  sprinkling,  superintend- 
ent of  sewers,  and  who  shall  apportion  the  betterments  for 
street  sprinkling,  etc.  All  the  collections  for  taxes,  water 
rates  and  betterments  can  be  made  at  city  hall  by  a col- 
lector and  one  assistant.  I believe  that  the  city  treasurer 
should  be  a separate  person  from  the  collector,  and  should 
be  the  custodian  of  all  the  city  funds. 

Though  this  suggestion,  if  carried  out,  would  create 
another  office,  the  salaries  could  be  adjusted  so  that  no  in- 
creased expenditures  would  be  incurred  thereby.  I urge 
here  your  consideration  of  the  consolidation  of  some  of  the 
other  minor  offices,  for  the  interest  of  better  service  and 
less  expense. 

I agree  with  the  recommendations  of  my  predecessors 
that  the  city  clerk  should  have  an  assistaant  who  is  a 
stenographer  and  typewriter,  and  the  two  clerks  should  of- 
ficiate at  the  meetings  of  the  city  council  and  its  com- 
mittees. In  addition  to  his  other  duties,  the  assistant  clerk 
should  do  such  work  for  the  other  departments  as  tj^pewriter. 
Now  done  at  a great  deal  of  outside  expense. 
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POLICE 

Rules  defining  the  duties  of  officers  and  of  men  in  this 
department  should  be  immediately  promulgated  and  strictly 
adhered  to  by  the  force.  If  the  civil  service  means  anything, 
it  means  that  the  police  should  be  kept  out  of  politics;  but 
in  this  respect  it  has  been  shown  to  be  a lamentable  failure 
in  our  city,  with  regard  to  a large  number  of  the  force. 

A policeman’s  beat  should  not  be  a playground,  nor 
should  his  time,  when  he  is  assigned  to  patrol  duty,  be 
occupied  in  making  social  calls  or  in  extended  conversations 
on  the  streets  on  topics  other  than  police  matters.  During 
this  year,  political  activity  or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of 
the  police  will  be  considered  good  cause  for  discipline  or 
removal.  • 

As  a measure  of  retrenchment,  I recommend  a smaller 
appropriation  for  the  department,  and  shall  assign  fewer 
men  to  patrol  duty.  Today,  by  means  of  the  telephone,  a 
great  many  complains  are  sent  to  headquarters,  thus  elimi- 
nating, in  part,  the  necessity  of  patrol  duty. 

Though  there  is  a question  in  regard  to  the  interpreta- 
tion of  the  written  law  relative  to  the  reduction  of  the  force, 
it  is  certainly  the  law  of  reason  that  the  most  efficient  men 
should  be  retained  and  only  such  members  employed  as  our 
needs  require  and  our  income  warrants. 

STREETS,  SIDEWALKS,  BRIDGES  AXD  CULVERTS 

A liberal  amount  has  been  expended  in  these  depart- 
ments  for  years,  and  I recommend  that  thorough  repairs  be 
made  in  them  for  the  comfort  and  safety  of  travel,  and  that 
no  new  work  be  undertaken  until  such  repairs  are  thorough- 
ly made.

ANNUAL  REPORTS 


If  any  new  work  is  to  be  done,  I call  your  attention  to 
the  brick  sidewalks  on  State  street,  between  Pleasant  street 
and  the  ^larket,  which  are  used  for  travel  more  than  any 
other  highways  in  an  equally  poor  condition. 

I believe  the  superintendent  whom  you  elect  should  be 
given  absolute  charge  of  the  repairs,  since  his  experience 
enables  him  to  judge  better  than  anyone  else  could  where 
repairs  are  most  needed. 

STREET  SPRINKLING 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  city  will  be  benefited  by 
sprinkling  its  streets,  employing  the  city  teams  in  districts 
adjacent  to  the  engine  houses. 

Such  an  arrangement  would  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
fire  department,  and  I urge  your  early  investigation  of  the 
matter  so  that  we  may  be  prepared  for  action  before  the 
dust  flies. 


CITY  TEAMS 

I recommend  a careful  and  separate  account  of  the 
maintenance  of  this  department,  with  proper  credits  for 
work  done  on  the  streets,  ashes,  sprinklers,  etc.,  and  I 
recommend  further  that  the  balance  of  profit  or  loss  be 
charged  to  the  fire  department,  in  whose  interest  the  horses 
were  purchased. 


SEWERAGE 

For  more  than  fifteen  years  we  have  enjoyed  a prac- 
tically complete  system  of  sewerage,  and  though  we  are  not 
a finished  city,  we  are  in  advance  in  this  respect  of  many  of 
our  sister  cities.  This  system  is  enjoyed  by  nearly  three 
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tliouj^and  entrie?^  without  any  betterment  tax,  or  annual  fee 
for  its  use.  It  is  maintained  at  a very  slight  expense  and 
the  small  annual  tax  levy  for  payment  of  the  cost  of  con- 
struction Ls  scarcely  felt. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

I recommend  the  immediate  authorization  of  an  issue  of 
$75,000.00  in  serial  bonds  to  provide  the  water  commis- 
sioners with  funds  sufficient  to  go  to  the  Artichoke  river 
for  an  additional  water  supply,  and  to  provide  for  the  neces- 
sary storage  and  proper  filtration  of  the  same. 

I am  led  to  recommend  this  in  view  of  the  assurance 
of  all  the  eminent  engineers  that  have  investigated  this  mat- 
ter that  the  supply  is  ample  for  our  needs,  and  by  the  fact 
that  the  source  of  supply  and  method  of  filtering  are  ap- 
])roved  by  the  state  board  of  health. 

.Moreover,  I recommend  that  the  legislature  be  peti- 
tioned for  a codification  and  amendment  of  the  water  acts 
of  the  city,  so  that  the  ambiguous  portion  shall  be  made 
clear  and  the  duties  of  the  water  commissioners  and  of  the 
city  clearly  defined. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Regarding  the  efficiencv  of  men  and  equipment  our  fire 
department  is  .“^econd  to  that  of  none  of  our  sister  cities  of 
like  size.  AVith  a recently  purchased  Knott  steamer  and  two 
rebuilt  Amoskeag  engines  the  apparatus  is  made  especially 
complete  for  our  needs. 

These  facts  and  the  knowledge  that  most  of  our  manu- 
facturing plants  are  protected  by  automatic  sprinklers  should

])e  sufficeint  to  rea.^sure  us  if  we  have  fears  of  a conflagra- 
tion. 

Since  no  hose  was  bought  last  year,  the  necessity  of 
purchasing  1500  feet  of  hose  is  imperative,  and  I recommend 
than  an  order  be  passed  instructing  the  committee  on  fi- 
nance to  provide  an  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  the 
same. 


PUBLIC  PROPERTY 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  a large  portion  of  the  appro- 
priation available  for  this  department  is  needed  on  the  out- 
side repairs  apd  painting  of  the  public  buildings.  A very 
noticeable  case  is  that  of  the  Curtis  school,  which  is  sadly 
in  jmed  of  painting  and  shingling  or  slating. 

LIGHTING 


(Ine  of  the  large  expenditures  of  our  appropriation  is 
that  for  lighting  our  streets  and  public  buildings,  and  we 
should  demand  the  best  possible  service.  In  the  interest  of 
Improvement  I am  convinced  that  the  practice  in  vogue  in 
some  cities  of  having  all  arc  electric  lights  on  a lower  plane 
by  placing  the  arc  light  on  sidewalk  posts  with  an  arm  ex- 
tending into  the  street  is  much  better  in  our  thickly  wooded 
streets. 

Great  improvements  can  be  made  in  the  present  system 
by  trimming  the  lower  branches  of  many  of  our  trees,  which 
when  in  foliage  greatly  obstruct  the  light. 

A handsome  premium  might  be  offered  the  janitor  or 
custodian  of  a public  building  showing  the  largest  per  cent, 
of  saving  in  gas  consumption  for  a given  length  of  time. 
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SCHOOL,  POOR  AND  HEALTH  DEPARTMENTS,  PUBLIC  LIBRARY, 
PUBLIC  PARKS 

The  conduct  of  the  schools,  the  poor  and  health  depart- 
ments, the  public  library  and  the  public  parks  is  placed  in 
the  hands  of  boards  outside  of  the  city  council,  and  though 
you  will  have  to  consider  their  needs  in  making  your  appro- 
priations, you  have  but  little  voice  regarding  the  expendi- 
tures. While  the  city  has  ever  been  liberal  in  these  depart- 
ments, you  will  carefully  consider  their  needs  in  making 
appropriations. 


OTHER  EXPENDITURES 

Xewburyport  was  one  of  the  first  cities  to  respond 
cheerfully  with  more  than  her  quota  of  volunteers  at  the 
time  of  the  rebellion.  She  has  ever  been  ready  and  willing 
to  provide  for  the  need  of  those  men  who  responded  so  nobly 
to  that  call.  The  soldiers’  relief,  payable  entirely  from  the 
treasury  of  the  city,  is  justly  intended  to  prevent  soldiers  or 
their  widows  from  becoming  paupers.  This  provision  is  in 
addition  to  any  government  pension,  state  or  military  aid, 
and  amounted  last  year  to  $7,082.82.  It  should  be  the  pride 
of  every  soldier  and  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  see  that 
this  appropriation  meets  no  abuse.  To  this  end,  I recom- 
mend that  the  individual  cases  of  the  beneficiaries  be  re- 
viewed. 

Last  year  $324.15  were  expended  under  the  department 
of  inspection  of  plumbing.  Although  a careful  examination 
of  the  plumbing  of  buildings  is  for  the  general  welfare,  it  is 
largely  in  the  interest  of  the  owner  of  such  buildings,  and 
I believe  that  the  individual  should  pay  the  inspection  fee, 
and  thus  rid  the  city  of  the  expenditure  mentioned  above.

ACCOUNTABILITY 

In  addition  to  the  ordinances  in  force,  I urge  the  uni- 
versal use  by  all  authorized  persons  of  a duplicate  order 
system  in  all  purchases  or  instructions  that  incur  indebted- 
ness upon  the  city.  Such  orders  should  state  the  authority 
for  the  same  and  the  appropriation  to  which  the  expense  is 
to  be  charged. 

The  original  order  should  accompany  tlie  bill  for  ap- 
proval, and  the  duplicate  order  should  be  deposited  with 
the  city  clerk  for  auditing,  in  exchange  for  his  dated  receipt. 

A committee  of  the  city  council  is  the  agent  of  the  city 
council,  but  it  is  limited  in  its  powers  to  what  the  larger 
body  authorizes  it  to  do.  Unless  a committee  is  given 
power  to  spend  money,  its  duty  is  to  investigate  and  report 
to  the  city  council,  asking  for  that  power.  The  mayor  or 
the  treasurer  of  a city  has  no  right  to  approve  bills  con- 
tracted by  a committee  of  the  council  unless  that  committee 
has  been  duly  authorized  to  make  such  expenditures  by  its 
principal. 

^lueh  credit  is  due  to  the  present  city  auditor  for  his 
faithful  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  which  have  been 
especially  arduous  the  past  year  becausee  of  the  new  system 
of  accounting.  I wish  to  express  publicly  my  deep  apprecia- 
tion of  his  services  and  also  my  gratitude  to  the  other  officers 
in  the  several  departments  for  their  courtesies. 

CONCLUSION 


Gentlemen : — 

Since  this  is  a time  that  calls  for  serious  reflection  and 
firm  resolve,  I look  oack  with  pride  on  the  twenty-five  years 
that  I have  been  a citizen  of  Newburyport.  I have  seen  the 
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general  introduction  of  water  and  sewerage  in  our  city  and 
the  rebuilding  of  miles  of  macadamized  roads.  I have  seen 
new  sidewalks  built  from  one  end  of  the  city  to  the  other. 
I have  seen  new  school  houses  built  and  others  remodelled. 
All  these  and  many  more  milestones  are  splendid  monu- 
ments on  the  march  of  our  progress.  In  view  of  all  our 
advantages  and  blessings  the  spirit  of  contentment  should 
reign  supreme. 

Although  satisfaction  is  not  warranted  by  the  existing 
conditions,  discouragement  or  even  indifference  would  be 
fatal.  Armed  with  courage  and  vigilance,  v*e  stand  as  mem- 
bers of  one  brotherhood  to  work  side  by  side  for  the  best 
interests  of  our  city. 

Let  the  great  responsibility  given  to  us  be  an  incentive 
and  stimulus  to  persevere.  Let  us  stand  firmer  when  the 
fight  goes  hard,  and  act  fearlessly  and  steadfastly  according 
to  the  dictates  of  our  conscience.  Let  us  hope  that  by  so 
doing  our  management  of  these  noble  duties  will  be  a tribute 
to  our  personal  integrity  and  a credit  to  the  city  we  serve — 
our  beloved  Newburyport.

adopted  as  the  report  of  the  Board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee: 

Gentlemen : — While  I shall  review  briefly  the  usual  top- 
ics of  the  annual  report,  I wish  to  give  special  attention  to 
two  or  three  subjects  which  seem  to  me  to  be  vital  at  this 
time. 

The  changes  in  the  teaching  force  are  more  or  less  fa- 
miliar to  you.  Owing  to  the  resignations  of  Miss  Norris  and 
Mr.  Peabody,  the  department  in  English  has  two  new  in- 
structors in  the  High  School.  Miss  Ethel  V.  Z.  Sullivan  with 
a year  of  experience  came  to  us  from  the  Zanesville,  Ohio, 
High  School,  and  Miss  Marjorie  I.  Noyes,  a native  of  Byfield, 
a graduate  of  our  own  High  School,  and  with  a year  of  suc- 
cessful experience  in  Reeds  Ferry,  New  Hampshire,  was  se- 
lected to  fill  the  second  vacancy. 

In  the  Latin  department.  Miss  Laura  R.  Sherman,  with 
one  year  of  work  in  the  Providence  Classical  High  School, 
was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Aliss  May. 

During  the  summer,  Mr.  Fisher  asked  to  be  released 
from  his  contract  with  the  Board  owing  to  his  appointment 
to  a position  in  the  High  School  of  Commerce  in  Boston. 

For  this  position  in  our  commercial  department.  Miss 
Mabel  L.  Hayes  was  selected  after  a large  list  of  applicants 
had  been  thoroughly  investigated. 

The  Committee  at  its  September  meeting  voted  that  an 
assistant  be  employed  in  the  commercial  department,  and 
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elected  Miss  Annie  M.  Chase  to  that  position.  Twelve  regu- 
lar instructors  now  constitute  the  faculty  of  the  High  School, 
an  increase  of  one  over  former  years. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Committee  authorized  the  employ- 
ment of  an  additional  teacher  in  the  Jackman  School  as  an 
assistant  to  the  Master.  After  much  searching  about,  Miss 
Inez  G.  Kilton  of  South  Acton  was  selected  to  fill  this  import- 
ant position. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Colby  in  the  sixth  grade  in  this 
school  made  a new  teacher  necessary  there,  and  Miss  Flor- 
ence Carleton  of  Danvers  was  appointed. 

In  the  Currier  School  Miss  Gertrude  L.  Barrett  was 
chosen  to  fill  the  position  in  grade  eight  made  vacant  by  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Urquhart. 

At  the  Davenport  School,  Miss  Pritchard  was  trans- 
ferred from  grade  one  to  grade  two,  formerly  taught  by 
Miss  Small,  and  Anne  J.  Dixon,  a recent  graduate  of  the 
Training  School  has  been  given  charge  of  grade  one. 

In  the  Curtis  School  Miss  Clarissa  E.  Hathaway  was 
elected  to  fill  the  position  in  grade  three,  made  vacant  by  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Badger. 

Both  teachers  of  the  Temple  Street  School  resigned  at 
the  close  of  the  year.  Miss  Mary  A.  Doyle,  formerly  of  the 
Purchase  Street  School  was  elected  to  the  principalship  of 
this  school,  and  Miss  Ella  Robinson  was  given  the  position 
in  grades  one  and  two. 

The  position  in  the  Purchase  Street  School  was  filled  by 
the  election  of  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Roaf,  also  a recent  gradu- 
ate of  the  Training  School. 

At  the  Johnson  School,  the  fourth  of  the  five  members 
of  the  class  of  last  February  in  the  Training  School,  Miss

Ruth  W.  Brown,  was  made  principal  of  the  building  in  the 
place  of  Miss  Dodge  who  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Miss  Gravestein  closed  a year  of  work  as  special  teacher 
of  drawing,  and  the  regular  supervisor,  Miss  Florence  M. 
Murphy,  has  returned  to  work  after  a prolonged  illness. 

The  only  schools  not  af¥ected  by  the  changes  in  the 
teaching  force  during  the  year,  are  the  Kelley,  Ward  Room 
and  Broomfield  Street. 

Fourteen  teachers,  or  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  en- 
tire force  have  been  affected  by  these  changes. 

TEACHERS’  MEETINGS. 

Early  last  year  the  teachers  of  the  city  organized  what 
has  since  been  termed  the  Newburyport  Teachers’  Associa- 
tion. This  body  of  teachers  have  held  monthly  meetings 
since  its  inception  beginning  each  year  in  October  and  hold- 
ing its  last  meeting  in  May. 

During  the  year  1906-1907  these  meetings  were  ad- 
dressed by  your  Superintendent  and  by  such  speakers  as 
Principal  J.  A.  Pitman  of  the  Salem  Normal  School,  Super- 
intendent George  E.  Gay  of  Haverhill,  Miss  Anne  Withing- 
ton  of  this  city,  and  Mr.  Charles  C.  Haines,  Master  of  the 
Lewis  School  in  Boston. 

The  topics  under  discussion  have  been  such  as  the  gen- 
eral public  are  deeply  concerned  with.  It  has,  therefore, 
been  a source  of  keen  disappointment  to  the  officers  of  the 
association,  that  the  public  has  not  taken  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  which  these  meetings  have  afforded.  Last  year 
our  meetings  were  held  at  4.30,  generally  on  Fridays.  As 
the  fundamental  purpose  of  the  association  was  to  get  in 
touch  with  the  public  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  schools, 
‘t  has  been  thought  wise  to  hold  the  meetings  in  the  even- 
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ing.  One  meeting  December  13th,  was  beld  at  eight  o’clock 
in  the  High  School  Hall.  The  address  was  by  Charles  il. 
Morse,  Secretary  of  the  State  Commission  on  Industrial  Ed- 
ucation. His  topic  was  Industrial  Education.  In  spite  of 
the  fact  that  the  lecturer  could  speak  with  the  authority  of 
one  in  his  position,  and  in  spite  of  the  live  topic  with  which 
he  had  to  deal,  not  more  than  fifty  persons  outside  of  the 
teachers  attended. 

You  as  a Committee  may  work,  your  Superintendent 
may  do  his  utmost,  the  teachers  in  the  schools  may  toil  faitn- 
fully  year  after  year,  but  unless  the  public  sentiment  of  this 
city  can  be  aroused  to  such  an  extent  that  it  will  demand 
the  very  best  for  its  schools,  the  schools  will  never  be  what 
they  might  be,  nor  what  they  ought  to  be. 

Here  are  some  of  the  incidents  of  the  last  year  and  a 
half  which  have  made  contributions  toward  inferior  or  in- 
terrupted work  in  the  schools. 

First — Johnson  School  opened  Sept.  17th,  1906,  instead 
of  September  4th.  Two  weeks  of  the  best  part  of  the  school 
year  lost  to  the  pupils,  because  someone  did  not  compel  a 
contractor  to  complete  his  work  on  time.  Two  weeks  with 
one  hundred  and  forty  children  on  the  street  who  should 
have  been  in  school.  Nearly  one  hundred  dollars  paid  to 
teachers  who  could  not  render  an  equivalent  to  the  city. 

Second — A similar  experience  in  the  Bromfield  Street 
School  this  year,  though  only  half  as  long.  Again  because 
no  one  saw  to  it  that  contracts  should  be  lived  up  to  and 
made  good. 

Third — A school  dismissed  because  the  floor  in  the  entry 
had  broken  through  and  endangered  the  lives  of  the'  children. 

Fourth — The  same  school  dismissed  because  a rain  storm 
had  made  the  school  room  untenable  through  broken  win- 
dows and  a poor  and  leaky  roof. 
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Fifth — Sanitary  conditions  in  at  least  one  building  which 
allow  noxious  and  poisonous  gases  to  spread  into  every  part 
of  the  building. 

These  are  some  of  the  things  which  have  been  allowed 
and  for  which  the  public  alone  is  responsible. 

It  is  to  get  the  public  interested  in  the  schools  primarily 
that  these  lectures  have  been  planned.  We  believe  that  the 
public  alone  is  responsible  for  the  knobless  doors,  broken 
windows,  leaky  roofs,  as  well  as  broken  contracts  and  poor 
sanitaries. 

The  entire  list  of  these  lectures  as  far  as  have  been  ar- 
ranged for,  follows:

Superintendent  of  Instruction,  Maine. 

Feb.  13. — Critical  Periods  in  School  Life,  Prof.  John  M.  Tyler, 
Amherst. 

Mar.  12. — Subject  to  be  announced.  Prof.  W.  R.  Hart,  Amherst 
Agricultural  College. 

Apr.  16. — French  Influence  Upon  American  Education,  Rev.  G. 
W.  Tupper,  Boston  University. 

Beside  these  meetings  of  the  teachers,  grade  meetings 
have  been  held  each  month  for  each  grade.  At  these  meet- 
ings which  have  always  been  conducted  by  your  superinten- 
dent the  course  of  study  has  been  taken  up  and  the  work 
of  the  different  studies  discussed. 

'These  meetings  have  been  specially  beneficial  in  the 
opportunity  they  gave  for  comparing  notes,  and  getting  into 
closer  touch  with  each  others’  work. 
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SCHOOL  GARDEN  WORK. 

Some  interest  and  even  enthusiasm  has  been  aroused  in 
school  gardens  during  the  last  year.  All  of  the  schools  ex- 
cept the  High  have  done  something  along  this  line.  Some 
have  been  more  successful  than  others.  But  the  leaven  is 
working  and  more  may  be  expected  another  year.  As  re- 
sults of  some  of  this  work  many  schools  are  showing  better 
kept  yards  and  surroundings  than  ever  before.  The  most 
striking  improvement  is  noticed  at  the  Jackman  School  where 
the  whole  yard  was  graded  and  the  bounds  as  well  as  the 
banking  around  the  building  have  been  turfed, — all  at  the 
expense  of  money  raised  by  the  pupils. 

Late  in  the  spring  the  City  Improvement  Association  of- 
fered three  prizes  to  schools  having  the  neatest  surroundings. 
These  prizes  were  awarded  at  the  High  School  graduation  as 
follows : 

First. — Fifteen  dollars  jointly  to  the  Kelley  and  Training 
School. 

Second. — Five  dollars  to  the  Johnson  School. 

Third. — Five  dollars  to  the  Davenport  School. 

PRESENT  NEEDS. 

The  present  needs  of  the  schools  in  this  city  are  along 
four  main  lines.  So  it  seems  to  the  writer. 

First — a livelier  and  more  effective  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  general  public  in  the  work  of  the  schools. 

Second — increased  salaries  for  the  teachers. 

Third — better  buildings  and  better  equipment,  and 

Fourth — the  introduction  of  industrial  work. 

As  to  the  first  need,  much  has  already  been  said  in 
speaking  of  the  public  meetings  of  the  teachers’  association. 
As  water  cannot  rise  above  its  own  level,  so  the  schools  of

this  city  will  not  and  can  not  rise  above  what  the  citizens  de- 
mand that  they  shall.  So  long  as  the  public  is  satisfied  with 
underpaid  teachers,  poorly  constructed,  poor  lighted  and 
poorly  ventilated  schoolhouses,  we  will  doubtless  have  them, 
and  with  them  we  will  also  have  twenty  per  cent,  of  our  chil- 
dren possessing  defective  eyesight,  and  hundreds  with  con- 
stitutions so  weakened  that  they  easily  become  victims  of 
contagious  diseases. 

Increase  of  salaries  has  already  been  voted  by  this  Com- 
mittee, but  as  yet  it  has  not  been  made  operative  in  a single 
case. 

It  is  unfair  to  expect  even  the  teachers  whose  homes 
are  in  the  city  to  remain  satisfied  with  the  old  schedule  of 
salaries  where  the  cost  of  living  has  advanced  so  materially. 
Some  one  must  pay  the  diflerence.  In  these  cases  it  is  always 
the  parents.  Still  more  unfair  is  it  to  expect  teachers  who 
come  here  from  other  communities,  to  pay  three-fourths  of 
their  salaries  for  board  alone.  The  average  wages  paid  to 
the  women  teachers  in  Newburyport  is  less  than  ten  dollars 
per  week.  Some  of  these  same  teachers  pay  as  high  as  sev- 
en dollars  a week  for  board. 

The  smallness  of  salaries  here  is  still  more  evident  when 
we  attempt  to  secure  a teacher  from  out  of  town.  It  is  next 
to  impossible  to  tempt  a good  teacher  to  come  here  with  the 
best  we  have  to  offer.  When  we  do  secure  a good  teacher 
from  out  of  town  who  is  willing  to  come  here  to  get  expe- 
rience, we  lose  her  when  she  has  obtained  that  experience,  to 
a city  or  town  that  pays  more.  We  ask  a teacher  to  sign  a 
contract  to  stay  a year,  and  by  so  doing  sometimes  cause 
her  financial  loss. 

A superintendent  recently  visited  one  of  our  schools  and 
offered  the  teacher  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  more  than 
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the  maximum  which  she  was  receiving.  She  felt  morally 
bound  by  her  contract  to  remain  here  and  therefore  refused 
the  offer.  Is  it  right?  Is  it  justice  to  that  teacher  not  to 
recognize  her  worth  and  her  financial  loss  by  refusing  to  raise 
her  salary? 

There  is  much  said  since  our  recent  city  election  regard- 
ing retrenchment.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  this  pol- 
icy will  not  make  itself  felt  in  the  appropriation  for  the 
school  department.  More  money  ought  to  be  at  hand  for 
the  expenses  of  the  schools  for  the  coming  year  than  was 
available  this  year.  Not  one  cent  less  than  forty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  will  be  enough.  An  appropriation  larger  than 
that  of  last  year  should  be  secured  as  the  income  from  other 
sources  will  not  be  as  great.  To  the  mind  of  the  writer  it 
would  be  false  economy  for  the  City  Government  to  ask  us 
to  do  with  less. 

Mention  has  already  been  made  of  the  condition  of  some 
of  the  buildings. 

There  is  great  need  that  such  buildings  as  we  now  pos- 
sess be  put  into  better  condition.  The  High  School,  the 
Jackman  and  the  Davenport  buildings  show  that  some  care 
has  been  taken  of  them  in  the  past.  All  others  bear  on  them, 
in  them  and  around  them,  the  almost  ineffaceable  stamp  of 
neglect. 

Beside  the  need  that  the  buildings  now  in  use  be  made 
better,  there  is  also  the  need  of  some  new  ones. 

The  upper  portion  of  the  city  is  still  poorly  accommo- 
dated in  the  upper  grades.  The  ten-room  building  proposed 
a year  ago  for  Ward  Six  should  be  pushed  until  it  is  a reality. 
How  to  furnish  accommodations  for  grades  five  and  six 
above  State  street  this  year  has  been  a serious  problem.  The 
coming  year  it  will  be  grades  five,  six  and  seven. 
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The  needs  of  the  Training  School  along  this  line  are 
evident  to  anyone  familiar  with  the  school  and  its  difficulties. 
More  room  is  needed  for  the  recitation  work  of  the  pupil 
teachers.  This  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  grammar  rooms 
above  are  crowded  makes  some  sort  of  change  in  the  Kelley 
building  almost  imperative. 

Four  rooms,  two  below  and  two  above,  built  directly  in 
the  rear  of  the  present  building  would  relieve  the  present  sit- 
uation. This  would  give  two  additional  rooms  for  the  use 
of  the  grammar  grades  on  the  second  floor,  and  two  much 
needed  rooms  below  for  the  Training  School.  Should  any- 
one doubt  the  need  of  relief  in  the  case  of  the  latter,  he  is 
respectfully  urged  to  visit  the  building  and  notice  the  diffi- 
culties under  which  both  principal  and  pupil  teachers  labor 
in  conducting  recitations  in  the  ante-rooms,  all  four  of  which 
are  used  for  this  purpose. 

This  relief,  however,  would  only  be  temporary.  The 
whole  Kelley  building  ought  to  be  given  up  for  the  use  of  the 
grammar  grades.  If  this  could  be  done  there  would  be  no 
need  of  using  the  Ward  Room  as  a school,  and  the  present 
crowding  of  the  grammar  grades  in  the  schools  above  State 
street  would  be  done  away  with.  This  plan,  however,  leaves 
the  Training  School  without  a home.  To  provide  for  this 
it  would  be  feasible  to  enlarge  the  Temple  Street  building  by 
erecting  an  addition  in  the  rear  so  that  the  entire  building 
would  form  a letter  T.  By  so  doing  four  modern  school- 
rooms, four  recitation  rooms  and  office  for  the  principal 
would  be  provided.  The  objection  which  might  be  raised  to 
this  plan  — the  presence  of  the  Barton  shoe  factory — will  not 
be  valid  long  as  that  is  to  be  torn  down  and  dwellings  put  up 
in  its  place.  With  our  salaries  as  low  as  they  are,  the  Train- 
ing School  is  our  only  salvation.  If  it  is  to  be  continued  we 
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should  therefore  do  everything  we  can  to  make  it  the  best  of 
its  kind.  By  giving  it  a separate  building  with  four  well 
lighted  and  commodious  rooms  and  other  facilities  which  it 
needs  but  which  it  now  lacks,  we  would  do  much  for  primary 
education  in  this  city. 

INDUSTRIAL  TRAINING. 

To  introduce  the  fourth  topic  as  one  of  the  needs  of  the 
schools,  the  following  letter  is  submitted,  which  was  received : 

October  4th,  1907. 

Mr.  Edgar  L.  Willard,  Supt.  of  Schools,  Newburyport,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir; — 

At  a meeting  of  the  Cambridge  School  Board  held  last  even- 
ing the  following  vote  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Ordered,  That  the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Industrial 
Education  be,  and  it  hereby  is  requested  to  establish  one  or  more 
Industrial  Evening  Schools,  as  provided  for  in  Chapter  505  of  the 
Acts  of  1906,  in  Machine  Shop  Practice,  Forging,  Pattern  Making, 
Mechanical  and  Freehand  Drawing,  Sewing,  Dressmaking,  Milli- 
nery and  Domestic  Science,  or  such  of  the  above  named  schools  as 
to  the  said  Commission  seems  best. 

Such  schools  to  be  established  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  build- 
ings of  the  Rindge  Manual  Training  School  or  in  the  English 
High  School  building,  or  in  both,  and  to  be  managed  by  said  Com- 
mission through  this  Committee. 

This  vote  will  entitle  the  City  of  Cambridge  to  a state  grant  of 
one-half  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  these  schools. 

Your  city  is  entitled  to  a state  subsidy  should  it  vote  to  co- 
operate with  this  Commission  in  the  management  of  its  evening 
industrial  courses.

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This  letter  illustrates  what  our  own  Commonwealth  is 
doing  and  trying  to  do  to  further  the  interests  of  industrial 
education  within  its  border.  The  first  steps  have  already 
been  taken  toward  the  establishment  of  day  industrial  schools 
in  different  parts  of  the  State.  Half  the  cost  of  maintaining 
these  schools  is  to  be  borne  by  the  State  while  practically 
the  control  is  left  to  the  local  committees. 

This  movement  is  not  confined  to  Massachusetts,  nor  to 
any  one  State.  It  is  national  in  its  scope. 

Recently  the  National  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  In- 
dustrial Education  appointed  thirty-four  state  committees 
composed  of  specialists  in  this  line  to  look  after  the  inter- 
ests of  industrial  education  in  their  respective  states. 

The  aim  of  these  committees  will  be  to  study  the  con- 
ditions of  training  in  the  trades  in  the  several  states,  arouse 
public  interest  in  it,  and  work  for  such  legislation  as  seems 
desirable  in  support  of  industrial  schools. 

Secretary  Morse,  in  a recent  address  before  the  local 
teachers’  association  proved  conclusively  that  many  of  the 
European  countries  are  far  ahead  of  us  along  these  lines. 

He  also  showed  that  if  this  people  as  a nation  wished  to 
retain  even  its  present  commanding  position  in  the  indus- 
trial world,  it  must  follow  the  lead  of  those  countries  which 
give  hearty  support  to  this  type  of  school. 

What  is  true  of  this  nation  as  a whole  is  true  of  any  por- 
tion of  it  where  industrial  occupations  exist.  If  these  schools 
are  desirable  and  advisable  for  the  Edited  States,  then  they 
are  for  Massachusetts,  because  Massachusetts  is  literally  a 
hive  of  industry.  If  they  would  be  advantageous  to  Massa- 
chusetts as  a whole,  then  they  would  be  to  Newburyport,  be- 
cause here  are  Massachusetts’  distinctively  representative  in- 
dustries. A geography  before  me,  speaking  of  Massachu- 
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setts,  says, : “Here  are  mills  for  making  cotton  and  woolen 
cloth,  shops  for  boots  and  shoes,  and  factories  for  all  kinds 
of  jewelry,  clocks,  cutlery  and  other  articles.” 

A glance  at  this  list  will  show  how  large  a part  of  this  in- 
dustrial life  of  the  State  is  represented  in  this  city. 

Newburyport  could  not  exist  today  without  its  factories 
and  mills.  Take  them  away  and  it  would  soon  be  practically 
depopulated.  The  palmy  days  of  the  early  part  of  the  nine- 
teenth century,  when  its  merchant  marine  was  its  pride  and 
glory,  as  well  as  its  source  of  life  and  profit,  have  gone  from 
Newburyport  never  to  return.  The  city  in  the  future  must 
depend  on  its  industrial  activities  for  its  life.  In  so  far  as 
these  are  brought  toward  a condition  of  highest  efficiency 
will  they  be  able  to  compete  with  other  communities. 

The  survival  of  the  fittest  is  nowhere  better  illustrated 
than  in  the  business  world.  Our  plain  duty  then  is  to  make 
our  schools  so  far  as  possible  contribute  toward  increasing 
the  efficiency  and  skill  of  the  next  generation  of  workers 
in  our  factories  and  workshops.  This  we  cannot  do  by  fol- 
lowing lines  and  methods  which  have  been  history  for  halt  a 
century.  We  must  branch  out  and  adopt  the  new  methods 
which  other  communities  are  adopting  or  we  will  fall  hope- 
lessly into  the  background. 

The  solution  of  this  problem,  for  Newburyport,  ought  to 
be  easy.  There  is  a fund  of  nearly  half  a million  dollars,  in- 
creasing every  year  which  a great-hearted  and  far-seeing 
man,  a native  of  this  city,  left  years  ago — for  what  purpose? 
— to  benefit  boys  of  his  native  city.  A careful  study  of  the 
will  convinces  one  that  if  the  donor  of  this  fund  were  with  us 
today  he  would  be  the  first  to  say  that  an  industrial  school 
Vv^ould  aid  the  boys  of  this  city  more  than  any  other  type. 
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There  can  be  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Wheelwright  had  in 
mind  a school  similar  to  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. But  it  was  the  Institute  of  Technology  of  his  own 
times  which  was  then  called  the  School  of  Industrial  Science, 
not  that  of  today. 

The  industrial  or  trade  school  of  today  would  closely  re- 
semble the  scientific  school  of  half  a century  ago.  What  the 
author  of  this  fund  undoubtedly  intended  by  his  gift,  was  to 
offer  boys  of  this  city  the  opportunity  of  securing  a thorough- 
ly practical  education.  With  this  interpretation  of  the  gift 
in  mind,  can  anyone  doubt  the  wisdom  of  using  it,  or  at 
least  a portion  of  it,  to  establish  such  a school? 

Recent  developments  of  these  schools  have  been  along 
lines  which  relate  particularly  to  the  industries  of  the  commu- 
nities where  the  schools  are  located.  That  is  why  in  Lowell 
there  is  today  the  Textile  School. 

Such  a school  in  this  city  should  apply  to  the  making. of 
shoes,  of  cotton  cloth,  silverware,  hewn  goods  and  mechani- 
cal appliances. 

Less  than  half  of  the  income  of  the  Wheelwright  Fund 
was  used  last  year  by  the  trustees.  Not  one  member  of  the 
class  of  1907  of  our  High  School  wished  to  make  use  of  this 
fund  as  now  administered.  If  the  proper  authority  were  giv- 
en and  the  consent  of  the  trustees  could  be  obtained  to  do  it, 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  this  fund  might  be 
used  to  establish  an  industrial  school  here,  and  the  fund  still 
be  large  enough  to  do  all  it  is  now  doing  in  furnishing  a 
higher  scientific  and  technical  education  for  its  beneficiaries. 

The  great  advantage  of  such  a school  is  shown  by  a re- 
cent investigation  of  facts  along  these  lines.  The  boy  who 
has  had  the  benefits  of  industrial  training  forges  far  ahead 
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of  the  one  who  has  not,  by  the  time  young  manhood  is 
reached. 

The  boy  with  training  starts  to  work  at  ten  dollars  per 
week,  while  his  untrained  brother  must  start  at  three  dollars, 
and  is  only  receiving  twelve  dollars  a week  at  the  age  of 
twenty-five.  At  this  age  the  former  is  receiving  twice  that 
sum.  Such  a school,  if  started,  would  soon  pay  for  itself  in 
the  increased  earning  capacity  of  those  who  became  its  grad- 
uates. 

From  such  conversations  as  your  Superintendent  has  had 
with  trustees  of  the  Wheelwright  Fund,  it  does  not  seem 
probable  that  they  would  long  adhere  to  their  present  policy 
as  opposed  to  a united  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  such  edu- 
cational advantages  as  have  been  suggested. 

THE  EVENING  SCHOOL. 

The  growing  popularity  of  evening  schools  has  been 
manifest  in  our  own  community.  A year  ago  we  opened  the 
evening  school  with  an  attendance  of  over  forty  pupils.  This 
number  was  considerably  in  excess  of  the  number  at  the  op- 
ening  in  previous  years.  It  was  supported  in  its  attendance 
so  well  that  it  was  continued  for  sixty-seven  nights,  or  more 
than  twice  the  number  required  by  law.  This  number  was 
instructed  by  the  Principal,  Irving  H.  Johnson,  and  four  as- 
sistants as  follows : Eva  J.  Smith,  Frances  W.  Richards,  M. 
Alice  George  and  Josie  W.  Kimball. 

This  year  the  school  has  been  so  large  that  twelve  teach- 
ers have  been  necessary  and  the  entire  upper  floor  of  the 
Kelley  building  has  been  used.  Teachers  without  excep- 
tion have  been  those  of  long  experience  in  day  schools  and 
many  of  them  of  much  experience  in  evening  school  work. 
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Most  of  the  pupils  are  of  foreign  birth,  and  many  of 
them  are  adults.  They  are  chiefly  anxious  to  learn  the  Eng- 
lish language,  and  the  chief  work  of  the  night  school  is  to 
teach  them  to  read  and  write.  To  do  this  every  sort  of  ma- 
terial has  to  be  employed;  writing  on  the  blackboard,  hand 
bills,  posters,  newspapers  as  well  as  books  are  utilized.  Many 
of  the  pupils  are  very  eager  and  ambitious  to  learn.  In  spite 
of  the  fact  that  they  are  engaged  in  hard  toil  all  day,  and  of- 
ten for  long  hours,  they  are  for  the  most  part  constant  in 
their  attendance  and  faithful  in  their  work. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

According  to  the  instructions  sent  out  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  last  spring,  the  eyes  and  ears  of  all  the  pupils 
in  the  schools  have  been  examined,  and  the  results  of  the 
examination  have  been  sent  to  the  proper  State  authorities. 

The  results  of  this  examination,  interesting  and  in  some 
cases  startling,  are  as  follows :

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SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  wisdom  of  the  law  which 
compels  every  city  and  town  in  the  state  to  appoint  one  or 
more  school  physicians.  Many  of  the  former  interruptions  to 
school  work  arising  from  contagious  diseases  will  be  avoided. 

Many  doubtless  will  be  surprised  to  learn  that  during 
the  last  year  there  were  thirty-eight  cases  of  diphtheria,  and 
twenty-eight  of  scarlet  fever,  either  among  pupils  of  the 
schools  or  in  the  same  families  with  them.  In  spite  of  this 
somewhat  large  number  of  cases  there  has  been  no  epidemic, 
and  the  schools  have  not  been  closed  on  account  of  contagion 
half  a dozen  times.  The  thus  far  gratuitous  services  of  the 
school  physician  and  the  excellent  work  of  the  Board  of 
Health  are  largely  responsible  for  the  good  record  which  the 
schools  have  made. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Committee 
have  been  able  to  close  the  year  with  a small  balance,  fifty- 
four  dollars  anl  sixty-nine  cents  to  their  credit. 

No  bills  have  been  held  over  in  order  to  make  this  result 
possible.  All  money  due  for  tuition,  however,  has  been  col- 
lected. Had  this  not  been  done  we  would  have  had  a small 
overdraft. 
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The  reports  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School,  the 
Principal  of  the  Evening  School,  the  Principal  of  the  Train- 
ing School,  the  Supervisor  of  Music,  of  Drawing,  and  of  Do- 
mestic Science,  together  with  statistics  which  will  be  more 
easily  understood  in  the  printed  form,  are  appended  to  this 
report  and  will  be  submitted  to  the  printer  at  the  proper  time 
for  publication. 

Although  to  do  so,  expressions  which  are  somewhat 
hackneyed  must  be  used,  I nevertheless  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  Committee  for  its  cordial 
and  hearty  support  during  the  year  that  has  just  closed. 
Neither  can  I forget  the  spirit  of  helpfulness  and  loyal  co- 
operation which  has  been  manifested  toward  me  by  the  teach- 
ers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH 

SCHOOL. 


Mr.  Edgar  L.  Willard,  Supt.  of  Schools,  Newburyport,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir : — That  our  High  School  continues  its  strong- 
hold upon  the  educational  interest  of  the  City  is  evidenced  by 
the  steady  and  rapid  increase  in  its  enrolment.  Already  this 
growth  has  produced  a condition  demanding  immediate  at- 
tention. The  enrolment  this  year  has  reached  a total  of 
three  hundred  and  sixty-four.  The  capacity  of  the  building 
is  only  three  hundred  and  twenty-seven.  A large  number 
had  thus  to  be  accommodated  with  temporary  desks.  This 
was  accomplished  by  using  the  Drawing  room  as  a regular 
class  room.  The  condition  next  year  is  almost  certain  to 
be  w^orse  and  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  for  this  large 
excess  of  pupils  over  seating  capacity. 

A few  figures  relative  to  the  growth  of  the  school  may 
be  of  interest.  In  1889  the  number  of  city  pupils  enrolled  in 
the  High  School  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-three ; the 
number  this  year  is  three  hundred  and  one.  During  this 
period  the  population  of  the  city  has  remained  practically 
the  sam*e.  The  average  enrolment  of  the  past  ten  years 
shows  an  incease  of  thirty-seven  per  cent,  over  the  aver- 
age for  the  preceding  period  of  ten  years.  The  enrolment 
has  increased  from  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  in  1899 
to  three  hundred  and  one  this  year,  a gain  of  fifty-two  per 
cent. 
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The  number  of  pupils  in  the  Putnam  School  is  limited 
to  sixty-five.  The  actual  enrolment  is  somewhat  less  than 
this.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  growth  of  the  school  is 
due  entirely  to  the  increased  numbers  of  city  pupils.

A public  High  School  has  to  do  with  varied  degrees  of 
capacity.  The  public  rightfully  has  claims  upon  its  privi- 
leges proportionate  to  the  creditable  purpose  and  honest  ef- 
fort of  those  who  would  become  pupils  therein.  The  teach- 
ers must  consider  this  fact  and  demand  from  the  pupil  only 
what  he  is  able  to  do  giving  full  credit  for  honest  effort.  This 
demands  close  personal  touch  with  the  individual  pupil  which 
is  possible  with  reasonably  small  classes  only.  This  close 
personal  touch  is  most  imperative  with  first  year  pupils.  The 
change  from  the  Grammar  to  the  High  School  is  so  great  in 
subject  matter  taught,  method,  and  greater  responsibility  for 
self  directed  effort,  that  many  pupils  are  likely  to  fail  unless 
encouraged  by  the  personal  interest  of  the  teacher.  This  de- 
mands time  and  opportunity  for  the  teacher  to  study  the  in- 
dividual pupil.  It  is  a matter  of  great  regret  to  me  that  I 
have  been  compelled  to  make  the  section  of  the  first  year 
class  so  large.  Divisions  of  thirty-five  or  more  are  too  large 
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for  that  personal  instruction  so  necessary  at  this  critical  pe- 
riod in  school  life.  Should  the  large  entering  classes  of  the 
past  two  or  three  years  continue,  it  will  make  necessary  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  teacher  in  the  near  future.  The 
appointment  of  Miss  Chase  as  assistant  in  the  Commercial 
department  has  brought  relief  to  that  department  and  added 
greatly  to  its  efficiency.  Means  for  reducing  the  size  of 
the  sections  in  the  other  departments  now  demand  considera- 
tion. 

This  year  several  changes  in  the  teaching  corps  were 
made  necessary.  In  June,  Miss  Norris  resigned  to  accept  a 
position  in  the  Malden  High.  Mr.  Fisher  went  to  the  new 
School  of  Commerce  in  Boston,  while  Mr.  Peabody  went  to 
Harvard  to  continue  his  studies.  Miss  May  also  severed  her 
connection  with  the  school  at  the  close  of  the  school  year. 
Miss  Ethel  Sullivan,  a graduate  of  Wellesley,  and  Miss  Mar- 
jorie Noyes,  a graduate  of  Holyoke  were  elected  to  take 
charge  of  the  English  department.  Miss  Laura  Sherman,  a 
graduate  of  Brown  University  was  elected  as  teacher  of  Lat- 
in, and  Miss  Mabel  Hayes,  a graduate  of  New  Hampshire 
State  college  to  take  charge  of  the  Commercial  depart- 
ment. At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  Miss  Annie  M. 
Chase,  a graduate  of  our  school  and  a practical  stenographer, 
was  elected  assistant  in  the  Commercial  department.  All 
these  teachers  have  entered  upon  their  studies  in  a thorough- 
ly satisfactory  manner. 

There  is  an  increased  interest  in  music  this  year.  We 
have  a chorus  of  two  hundred  voices.  In  addition  to  this 
work.  Miss  Adams  has  organized  a Glee  Club.  The  Club 
meets  one  afternoon  each  week  and  is  preparing  some  spec- 
ial work  for  use  later  in  the  year.  Last  year  under  the  di- 
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rection  of  Miss  Adams,  the  Chorus  assisted  by  soloists  gave 
the  Cantata  “The  Building  of  the  Ship.”  The  work  of  the 
chorus  was  so  creditable  that  the  director  of  the  Choral  Un- 
ion, at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Mollenhauer,  'invited  the  cho- 
rus to  sing  at  the  concert  given  by  the  Boston  Festival  Or- 
chestra in  April.  Mr.  Mollenhauer  repeats  his  invitation  to 
sing  at  the  coming  Festival  Concert  and  has  already  selected 
a work  for  the  chorus  to  sing.  Such  recognition  as  this 
means  much  to  our  school  and  is  helping  to  create  an  appre- 
ciation for  that  which  is  noblest  and  best  in  music. 

Last  year  arrangements  were  made  with  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board  to  hold  examinations  in  our 
building.  The  examinations  were  in  the  immediate  charge 
of  Rev.  A.  W.  Cleaves.  Fifteen  of  our  pupils  took  these 
examinations.  Next  June  this  number  will  be  greatly  in- 
creased. This  arrangement  has  a double  advantage  to  our 
school.  First  the  pupils  feel  more  at  home  and  the  work  of 
the  examination  seems  more  like  a regular  school  exercise. 
The  pupils  are  therefore  more  likely  to  do  full  justice  to 
themselves.  Second,  the  teachers  can  give  their  full  atten- 
tion to  preparing  all  their  pupils  for  the  same  examination. 
When  one  considers  the  varying  characteristics  of  the  in- 
dividual college  papers,  this  advantage  becomes  very  real. 
The  Board  examinations  while  thorough  and  searching,  are 
designed  to  give  ample  opportunity  to  the  pupil  to  show 
his  knowledge  and  power  to  handle  the  subject. 

On  April  26th  occurred  the  second  annual  contest  in 
prize  speaking  for  the  Paul  A.  Merrill  prizes.  The  judges 
at  the  final  contest  were  Rev.  James  D.  Dingwell  of  Ames- 
bury,  Joseph  N.  Ashton  of  Salem,  and  L.  A.  Williams, 
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Principal  of  Groveland  High  School.  The  prizes  were  award- 
ed as  follows : 

Boys — First,  ten  dollars  to  Sam  Sargent;  second,  five 
dollars  to  Peter  Dugan.  Girls — First,  ten  dollars  to  Mar- 
garet Atwood ; second,  five  dollars  to  Bernice  Pike. 

On  June  25th  a class  of  forty-four  completed  their  four 
years’  course  in  the  school.  Of  this  number  six  returned 
this  year  to  take  their  fifth  year  in  preparation  for  College, 
and  will  receive  their  appropriate  diploma  next  year.  The 
School  Board  conferred  twenty-seven  diplomas,  and  the 
Putnam  Trustees  ten. 

The  Toppan  prize  was  awarded  to  Mary  Ellen  Cole.  The 
committee  of  award  consisted  of  Dr.  Randolph  C.  Hurd,  and 
Mr.  Edward  H.  Little.  The  prize  was  awarded  for  the  best 
written  examination  in  civil  government. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  one  hundred 
and  thirty-five  pupils  were  admitted  to  the  entering  class. 
Of  this  number  one  hundred  and  fourteen  are  city  pupils, 
while  twenty-one  come  from  adjoining  towns.

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TRAINING  SCHOOL. 


The  work  at  the  Training  School  for  the  past  year  has 
been  very  similar  to  that  of  previous  years. 

The  young  ladies  studying,  observing  and  teaching;  the 
children  working  under  their  direction,  and  the  supervision 
of  the  principal. 

The  two  subjects  of  dramatizing  and  paper  cutting  have 
been  introduced.

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EVENING  SCHOOL. 


ADVERTISING. 

It  was  thought  that  many  of  the  young  men  and  women 
who  had  been  obliged  to  leave  school  quite  early  in  life,  did 
not  know  that  the  Evening  School  was  a place  where  they 
could  resume  their  education  and  advance  as  fast  as  possi- 
ble in  those  studies  from  which  they  had  been  deprived.  For 
this  reason  the  advertising  was  carried  on  along  different 
lines  than  usual.  Besides  the  regular  announcements  in  the 
daily  papers,  large  posters,  explaining  the  work  of  the  ev- 
ening school,  were  displayed  in  prominent  places. 

BEGINNING. 

This  method  was  so  successful  that  the  school  opened 
with  a large  attendance.  A larger  number  than  usual  who 
wished  to  take  up  advance  work,  and  a large  number  over 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  wanted  to  start  at  the  very 
beginning  of  school  work. 

STUDIES. 

Classes  were  formed  for  all  who  came.  These  classes 
included  all  the  work  of  the  primary  school,  most  of  the 
work  of  the  grammar  school,  including  Language,  History, 
and  Single  Entry  Book-keeping,  and  a class  in  Algebra  for 
some  who  wished  to  take  more  advanced  work. 
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ATTENDANCE. 

The  attendaace  was  good  from  the  start,  and  continued 
so  through  the  entire  course.  And  when  one  considers  that 
most  of  the  pupils  are  men  and  women,  who  have  had  to 
work  for  nearly  ten  hours  a day  in  a hot  and  noisy  factory, 
he  will  appreciate  how  keenly  alive  they  are  to  their  oppor- 
tunities to  be  willing  to  give  up  three  night  a week  to  get 
what  the  Evening  School  has  to  give  them. 

There  is  one  case  which  created  special  interest.  A man 
who  was  at  work  for  the  railroad,  attended  every  session  but 
two.  One  night  it  was  noticed  that  his  work  was  going  un- 
usually hard,  and  it  was  found  that  he  had  been  clearing  the 
tracks  of  snow  all  day  Sunday,  all  Sunday  night,  and  all  day 
Monday,  and  rather  than  be  absent  from  school,  had  come 
although  he  could  hardly  keep  awake.  How  many  of  us 
would  do  it? 

COURSES  OF  LECTURES. 

To  partially  reward  them-for  these  efforts  in  attendance 
and  to  secure  further  interest  in  the  school,  a course  of  lec- 
tures was  arranged.  These  lectures  were  given  the  last  pe- 
riod Friday  evenings.  All  the  pupils  assembled  in  one  room, 
crowding  it  to  its  fullest  capacity.

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LENGTH  OF  TIME. 

There  was  so  much  interest  taken  in  the  school,  that  it 
was  decided  to  continue  it  longer  than  usual.  In  former 
years  it  had  been  the  custom  to  begin  late  in  November  and 
to  continue  until  the  April  vacation,  keeping  two  nights  a 
week.  Last  year  school  began  October  14th  and  continued 
to  the  April  vacation,  keeping  three  nights  a week,  or  more 
than  twice  as  many  sessions  as  formerly. 

DIPLOMAS. 

There  were  three  pupils,  who  had  nearly  completed 
their  grammar  school  course,  when  they  were  obliged  to 
leave  school.  They  came  to  the  Evening  School  for  the 
purpose  of  continuing  this  course,  and  by  hard  work  were 
able  to  complete  the  course  as  given  in  the  day  school,  and 
it  was  thought  best  to  give  them  diplomas  from  the  Ev- 
ening Grammar  School. 

GRADUATION. 

The  graduation  was  enjoyed  by  the  pupils  and  their 
friends.  After  a short  musical  program,  the  diplomas  were 
presented  by  the  Superintendent. 

NAMES  OF  GRADUATES. 

The  names  of  the  pupils  who  graduated  were  Mabel

TEACHERS. 

The  teachers  were  Miss  Eva  Smith,  jMiss  Alice  George. 
Miss  Josie  Kimball,  Miss  Frances  Richards,  and  I.  H.  John- 
son. 
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NEW  YEAR. 

The  evening  school  of  last  winter  was  so  successful  that 
the  same  method  of  advertising  was  adopted  this  year. 

CROWDED  ROOMS. 

When  the  school  opened  the  numbers  had  so  increased 
over  last  year,  that  additional  rooms  had  to  be  opened  and 
new  teachers  engaged.  These  large  numbers  continued  to 
come  until  the  financial  panic  was  felt  in  the  mills  and  a great 
many  of  their  help  were  discharged  and  left  the  city.  Before 
the  school  closed  for  the  holiday  vacation  the  people  were 
returning  to  the  school. 


NEW  WORK. 

In  addition  to  the  work  done  last  year,  a class  was 
formed  to  study  English  History,  Algebra  and  Mechanical 
Drawing. 

NO  LECTURES. 

As  there  is  no  room  in  the  Kelley  School  Building  large 
enough  to  hold  all  the  pupils,  it  has  been  necessary  to  give  up 
the  lectures  this  winter. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

These  were  so  much  appreciated  by  the  school,  it  would 
be  helpful  if  such  a course  could  be  arranged  for  this  year. 
If  they  could  meet  in  the  High  School  Assembly  Hall,  once 
a month,  such  a course  could  be  carried  out. 

INDUSTRIAL  NIGHT  SCHOOL. 

A commission  was  appointed  by  the  Legislature  to  co- 
operate with  cities  in  forming  Industrial  Evening  School 
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The  State  pays  a part  of  the  expenses  of  such  schools.  It 
would  be  well  to  investigate  these  plans  to  see  if  it  would 
be  advisable  to  form  a school  here. 

DRAWING. 

As  many  of  our  industries  require  a great  many  of  their 
employees  to  be  skilled  in  drawing,  it  would  be  well  to  have 
a room  especially  arranged  with  a special  teacher  for  both 
free-hand  and  mechanical  drawing. 


IRVING  H.  JOHNSON,  Prin. 
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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 


The  aim  of  Drawing  in  our  schools  is  to  train  the  hand, 
eye  and  aesthetic  tastes  of  the  child  of  today,  so  that  the  man 
or  woman  of  tomorrow  will  be  a more  capable  workman  or 
woman  than  he  or  she  would  otherwise  be,  that  fifteen  or 
twenty  years  from  now  we  may  have  better  milliners,  dress- 
makers, tailors,  carpenters,  manufacturers,  surgeons  at  less 
trouble  to  themselves  than  we  have  now,  and  that  the  de- 
sign and  arrangement  displayed  in  our  homes  and  dress  will 
jar  less  upon  our  sensibilities. 

This,  we  teachers  of  Newburyport,  in  the  limited  time 
which  we  have,  are  trying  to  do.  I say  “we”  for  I find  all 
of  the  teachers  very  willing  and  ready  to  help  me,  and  they, 
as  well  as  the  Superintendent  and  the  School  Board,  have 
shown  a great  interest  in  this  branch  of  study.  I appreciate 
it  the  more  because  I know  that  the  other  branches  of  the 
school  work  are  very  important  and  must  take  a great  deal 
of  time  and  attention.  Wherever  the  Drawing  could  be  co- 
related with  the  other  work  it  would  perhaps  be  an  excel- 
lent plan  to  teach  it  in  that  way. 

Our  course  includes  the  study  of  natural  growths  for 
carious  purposes ; in  one  grade  for  long  lines  and  breadth 
of  masses  teaching  breadth  of  sight  and  handling ; in  another 
grade  for  color,  developing  a taste  for  good  color,  the  liking 
for  quiet  tones,  the  beauty  of  stillness ; in  another  for  fine  de- 
tail, delicate  lines,  beauty  of  form,  as  a help  in  design.  But 
our  course  also  includes  mechanical  drawing,  teaching  pre- 
cision and  accuracy. 
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All  over  the  country  the  question  is  being  asked  if  prac- 
tical manual  training  and  constructive  work  cannot  be  linked 
with  drawing,  thus  showing  the  child  some  direct,  immediate 
use  for  his  color  line  and  free-hand  work.  This  is  the  best 
way  of  demonstrating  the  use  of  drawing  or  of  developing 
the  latent  artistic  sense  of  each  child.  This  we  are  beginning 
to  do.  This  we  hope  to  do  in  the  future,  especially  for  our 
boys,  but  just  now  time  is  limited  and  tools  and  opportunity 
are  lacking.  Art  is  long  and  time  fleeting  indeed,  and  our 
present  desire  reached  only  thus  far,  to  do  much  with  little. 

Samples  of  each  term’s  work  may  be  found  at  the  Super- 
intendent’s offlce,  and  in  the  Annual  Fair  of  the  coming  au- 
tumn we  hope  to  give  an  exhibition  of  the  year’s  best  work. 

Thanking  again  all  those  who  have  helped  me  in  my 
branch  of  teaching,  I respectfully  submit  this  brief  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 


]\Ir.  E.  L.  Willard,  Supt.  of  Schools : 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  I herewith  submit 
my  annual  report. 

One  of  the  foremost  musical  educators  of  the  day  has 
said  that  “At  least  one-half  of  the  time  spent  by  children  in 
the  first  grade,  should  be  devoted  to  song  singing,  not  in 
teaching  them  notes,  time,  etc.,  but  to  sing  songs.”  This, 
he  claimed,  by  instilling  in  them  a love  for  that  which  is  good, 
refining  and  beautiful,  is  of  great  benefit  in  their  other  work. 

Beginning  with  music  for  one  voice,  advancement  is 
made  in  the  third  and  fourth  grades  to  songs  and  exercises  in 
two  parts.  In  the  next  four  grades,  work  in  three  parts  is 
used,  while  in  the  ninth  grade  that  for  four  parts  with  the 
use  of  the  base  clef  is  being  done,  with  very  satisfactory  re- 
sults. 

I might  add  that  there  is  much  need  of  new  material  for 
this  last  work. 

Perhaps  the  most  encouraging  gain  made  during  the 
last  year  has  been  in  tone  quality.  It  is  far  from  perfect  yet, 
but  persistent  effort  has  resulted  in  a noticeable  improve- 
ment, all  over  the  city. 

The  addition  of  the  “Laurel  Song  Book”  for  use  in  the 
High  school,  furnishes  a large  variety  of  work  for  that  cho- 
rus, some  familiar,  much  that  is  new,  and  all  good,  in  both 
unison  and  part  work.  The  opportunity  of  singing  with  a 
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large  and  first  class  orchestra  offered  by  Mr.  Mollenhauer 
last  April,  was  one  seldom  given  a High  School  chorus,  and 
seemed  to  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  members.  On  that 
occasion,  as  well  as  at  the  Graduating  exercises,  the  Laurel 
Song  Book  was  used. 

The  annual  spring  concert  of  the  High  School  chorus 
was  given  on  the  first  of  March  in  City  Hall,  when  ‘Mhe 
Building  of  the  Ship”  and  a short  miscellaneous  program 
were  rendered,  with  the  assistance  of  Haverhill  soloists,  and 
a double  piano  accompaniment.  Pupils  and  teachers  labored 
hard  to  make  it  a success,  and  it  is  a matter  of  regret  that 
financially  it  was  not  greater. 

The  chorus  have  in  preparation  now,  Gaul’s 
D’Arc”  to  be  given  in  the  spring  with  soloists  and  orchestra, 
when,  it  is  hoped  parents  and  friends  will  more  generally 
give  their  support. 

The  good  work  at  the  piano  of  Miss  Marion  Gould,  is 
of  the  greatest  assistance  to  both  members  of  the  chorus  and 
to  me. 

In  addition  to  work  done  heretofore,  weekly  lessons  to 
the  pupil  teachers  of  the  Training  School  have  lately  been 
given. 

A Glee  Club  in  the  High  School  has  also  been  formed, 
but  of  this,  it  is,  as  yet,  too  early  to  speak  of  the  results

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DOMESTIC  SCIENCE. 


Mr.  E.  L.  Willard,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Dear  Sir : — The  lessons  in  Domestic  Science  have  been 
given  in  the  Purchase  Street  Building  and  in  the  Ashland 
Street  Ward  Room.  The  girls  from  the  eighth  grade  are 
instructed  in  cooking  and  those  from  the  sixth  and  seventh 
are  taught  the  theory  and  practice  of  plain  sewing.  The 
same  general  outline  of  work  has  been  followed  but  each 
year  the  details  are  somewhat  changed. 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  prepare  a study  of  foods  and  ex- 
planation of  general  principles  in  connection  with  practical 
lessons  in  plain  cooking,  as  can  be  adapted  to  the  use  of 
classes  in  the  public  schools.  We  have  endeavored  to  teach 
that  there  is  something  more  in  cooking  than  the  mere  put- 
ting together  of  certain  materials  for  the  gratification  of  the 
palate — that  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  family  depended 
largely  upon  the  wholesome  and  economical  preparation  of 
the  daily  food.  We  cannot  make  professional  cooks  in 
thirty  lessons,  but  we  believe  that  our  girls  can  master  the 
elementary  principles  which  these  lessons  illustrate  and  with 
practice  at  home  get  satisfactory  results. 

Needlework  has  been  long  acknowledged  an  important 
branch  of  manual  training,  and  as  manual  training  is  but 
another  form  of  mental  training,  it  is  important  that  the 
child’s  first  ideas  and  efforts  be  trained  in  the  right  di- 
rection, especially  as  these  ideas  and  impressions  will  be  used 
for  a lifetime. 
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The  power  of  concentration  and  observation  is  increased 
by  drills  and  class  lessons.  For  that  reason  sampler  work 
has  been  adopted  as  on  these  printed  lines  the  pupil  may 
follow  slope,  shape,  and  direction  of  stitches  without  injury 
to  the  eyesight,  while  concentrating  her  efforts  in  the  cor- 
rect use  of  the  thimble  in  connection  with  her  needle. 

This  needlework  practice  awakens  sympathy  with  and 
the  power  to  meet  domestic  needs,  and  trains  the  child  to  do 
easily  all  kinds  of  work  requiring  accuracy  and  dexterity  of 
hands  and  fingers,  developing  the  qualities  of  patience,  perse- 
verance, diligence,  foresight  and  judgment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUANT  OFFICER, 


Gentlemen  of  the  School  Committee: 

My  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1907,  part 
of  which  belongs  to  Mr.  Allen. 

I have  made  great  effort  to  have  the  parents  take  an  in- 
terest in  their  childrens’  education,  but  a great  many  parv-^nts 
only  wait  the  day  when  their  boy  or  girl  becomes  f 0111  teen, 
so  they  can  put  them  to  work.  These  children  are  very  hard 
to  keep  in  school  as  they  know  when  they  are  fourteen  they 
will  receive  a permit  to  work. 

It  would  be  well  if  the  City  voted  a small  fund  to  be 
used  for  shoes  that  would  not  come  under  the  Poor  Depart- 
ment but  that  would  furnish  shoes  for  the  worthy  poor  who 
will  not  apply  to  the  city  for  help  and  have  to  keep  their 
children  from  school  on  account  of  no  shoes  and  rubbers. 
Several  of  the  teachers  have  bought  from  their  own  money, 
shoes  for  such  children. 

I find  that  most  of  the  factories  are  very  anxious  to 
comply  with  the  labor  laws. 

The  census  for  1907  has  been  completed  and  is  practi- 
cally the  same  as  1906.
